‘PICNIC OF THE PAS-A-PAS CLUB AT 
ELLIOTT’S PARK, 


Three Hundred Deaf Mutes and Their 
Friends Take a Day’s Outing—A Pro- 
gram That Proved Enjoyable from First 
to Last~A Baseball Nine That Could 
Talk Defeated by Une That Couldn't— 
Prizes and Who Won Them. 

IPS were silent, but 
language was never- 
theless abundant in 
the shady groves of 
Elhott’s Park, near 
Matteson, yesterday. 
A picnic without music 
und song and laughter 
and cheers is some- 
thing novel. The av- 
erage picnic is known 
by its boisterous feat- 
ures. and its general 
noisiness. 

Yet 300 members of 
the Pas-a-Pas club journeyed down to the 
quiet grove on the Illinois Central yesterday, 
and they dar.ced, and jollifled, and talked, al- 
though nobody said a word. That is, none of 
the members did. Some of their friends 
made all the vocal and verbal demonstrations 
that were heard. 

The Pas-a-Pas club is composed of deaf 
mutes, of whom there are 700 in Chicago. 
The club is the largest deaf mute club in 
America, a position it gained after passing 
through years of laborious toil and crises 
innumerable. Hence its 
name Pas-a-Pas, mean- 
ing step by step. 

The first step to-, 
wards its organization 
was taken at a private 
picnic in 1882, and the 
formal organization 
was perfected a few 
days later at the home 
of Chester C. Codman. 
It has flourished as a 
literary, social, and 
land asssociation since ~ 
then. The club now 
occupiés the entire fifth o. REGENSBURG. 
floor of the building at the southeast corner 
of Randolph and Clark streets. 

Encouraged by their first annual hop dur- 
ing the past winter, and by the success of 
their reception to President Gallaudet of the 
National Deaf Mute College at Washington, 
the club determined to give the picnic held 


so successfully yesterday. During the 
fall the members will invite 
their friends to a series of 


dramatic entertainments in their hall. The 
present active membership numbers fifty-two, 
but all deaf mutes of good moral standing are 
welcomed in full brotherhood. — |

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NEWTON WRITES A BOOK. 


THE RECTOR OF ALL SOULS’ CHURCH 
REPLIES TO HIS CRITICS, 


In a Little Volume Entitled “Church and 
Creed” He Publishes His Correspond- 
ence with Mishop Potter and Urges That 
the Protestant Episcopal Church Should 
Stand for Comprehensiveness and Char- 
ity and Against Bigotry and Intolerance 
— Heresy Defined as Conceited Thinking. 

New York, July 18.—[{Special.}]—The Rev. 

R. Heber Newton of All Souls’ Church, whose 

sermons this year have been arousing such 

a tremendous amount of excitement. among 

his brethren and the laymen of the Protestant 

Episcopal Church, has come out against his 

critics with a little book entitled Church and 

Creed.”” The book is made up of three of his 

sermons upon his criticised actions ana the 

correspondence that has passed between him 
and Bishop Potter. Dr. Newton, in his intro- 
duction, says plainly that he is simply putting 
forth his position and that of his church be- 
fore the bar of public opinion on Church 


and Creed.” The book is the answer 
he will make to the various 
churches against him unless, as he 


earnestly desires, the Bishop gives him a 
formal opportunity. of defending his position 
before the committee now sitting on the case. 
Dr. Newton only carries his side of the ques- 
tion before the bar of public opinion because 
his accusers make haste to put their charges 
before the same tribunal. He says in his 
preface: 
It Is a Clear-Cut Issue, 

The issue is becoming clear cut now, 
thanks to not a few such actions as those of 
the excellent gentlemen who have lately come 
forward to define the church’s position. It is 
nothing less than this: Is the Protestant 
Episcopal Church a sect or is it a church? 

Is that church to be Catholic, falsely so- 
called, or is it to be truly Catholic? Is its 
churchliness to become a synonym for nar- 
rowness and intolerance, for bigotry and ob- 
scuration, or is it to stand for comprehensive- 
ness and charity, for that piety which is the 
love of God with all our minds? 

Is churchmanship to mean merely eccle- 
siasticism, the worship of a medieval polity, 
an estrangement from Protestantism, and an 
affiliation with the Romanish founding of the 
church’s order upon u theory of the church 
and thus the turning of its beneficial 
institutions into a baleful institutionalism? Is 
orthoddéxy to mean merely dogmatism; the 
stiffening of a fluent faith intoa rigid formula; 
the sacrifice of the spirit to the letter; of the 
substance to the forin; of the permanent to 
the transient? 

Shall Theology Know No Progress? 

In theology is theological conservatism to 
be that which knows no progress; which holds 
on to the past so as to forfeit the future; which 
closes the era of inspiration by the date of 
the last general council, and knows no truth 
to learn; or are our churchmanship and 
orthodoxy to be sympathetic toward all true 
life and all living truth; concerned more with 
the substance than with the form of institu- 
tious; interested in the spirit rather than in 
the letter of the creeds; inciusive, not ex- 
clusive, in polrty and in faith; recognizing the 
actual Christendom of this nineteenth century 
and conforming our polity to Providence; 
subordimating all ‘isms’ about the church to 
its spiritual life and nractical power? 

A Solemn Responsibility. 

Nothing less than this, as it seems to me, 
is the issue before us in the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church, an issue shortly to be deter- 
mined in one way or the other; laying, there- 


fore, upon the clergy. of this generation the 
solemn responsibility of thinking their minds | 


into clearness and delivering their souls in all 
faithfulness and courage. 

The rector further along has this to say of 
heresy: Heresy is not so much erroneous 
thinking as conceited thinking—the thinking 
one’s own individual opinions into opiniona- 
tiveness, and clothing them with authoritative- 
ness as matters of ‘the faith,’ thus disputing, 
dogmatizing, and denying, instead of cherish- 
ing conformity to the creed which expresses 
the common consciousness of the church, by 
reticence concerning its questioned minor 
inatters, as far as honor allows, and by hearty 
affirmation of its unquestioned, essential veri- 
ties. Schism is willful separation from the 
common church,” 


HE OVERRULES THE SUPREME COURT. 


G. W. McKay, the Alliance Judge of Kan- 
sas, Issues Peculiar Orders. 

Torexa, Kas., July 18.—[Special.|—G. W. 
McKay, the Alliance Judge in the Twenty- 
fourth District, who never read a page of law 
until after his election last fall, has already 
rebelled against the Supreme Court, and yes- 
terday placed a warrant in the hands of the 
County Coroner for the arrest of the Sheriff, 
who had refused to obey his orders under in- 
structions from the Supreme Court. This 
was the second postive refusal of McKay to 
be bownd by the ruling of the Supreme Court 
in the attempted mortgage foreclosure on a 
farm owned by Albert Honeywell by the Com- 
monwealth Loan and Trust company. 

Proceedings were instituted by attorneys 
for the joan company this afternoon to have 
McKay appear before the Supreme Court, 
when contempt proceedings will be com- 
menced. 

McKay was the only Alliance Judge elected 
last fall. He isa farmer and admitted never 
having read law, but the three counties which 
compose his district are strongly Alliance and 
he was elected by an overwhelming majority. 
The Alliance to which he. belongs has taken a 
deep interest in the foreclosure case now pend- 
ing, and at its last meeting adopted 
resolutions declaring that the owner of 
the farm was entitled to the 
crop instead of the mortgage company. A 
motion was made in the interest of the owner 
to have the agent for the loan company, who 
had been given charge of the place by a for- 
mer Judge, dismissed. Judge McKay granted 
the motion, and the mortgage company ap- 
pealed tothe Supreme Court. The District 
Judge was overruled and the agent again given 
charge. Judge McKay issued another order 
compelling the agent to vacate, and upon his 
refusal to do so placed a warrant for his arrest 
in the hands of the Sheriff and fined 
him $50 for contempt. On the advice 
of his attorneys, the agent refused to pay the 
fine and was lodged in jail. Habeas corpus 
proceedings were instituted before the Su- 
preme Court and the Sheriff was instructed 
to turn the prisoner loose. 

Friday Judge McKay, notwithstanding the 
order of the Supreme Court, instructed the 
Sheriff to agam arrest Burr. The officer, act- 
ing upon the instructions of the Supreme 
Court, refused, and the Alliance Judge placed 
a warrant in the hands of the Coroner for the 
arrest of the Sheriff and another for the arrest 
of the agent. The Coroner has not yet made 


this fall, and the indications are that the Alli- 
ance will elect a majority of them. 


DID HE DRIVE DR. CRONIN TO HIS DEATH? 


Sensational Story Identifying the Man Who 
Hired the White Horse. 

New Yorx, July 19.—[{Special.}]—The 
Morning Advertiser this morning prints a 
rather fishy story about the man who is sup- 
posed to have driven the white horse which 
took Dr. Cronin to his death. The story in 
part is as follows: 

“Immediately after the conviction of 
the prisoners an [Irishman who called 
himself Peter Deane, and who lived in 
Lake View, not far from the Carlson cottage, 
quietly left Chicago and went to Canada. 
Deane was a dog-fancier and dealer in birds. 
He was a quiet, reserved man, and apparently 
took no greater interest in the Cronin mystery 
than did his neighbors. He atteaded to his 
business every day, and when, in December, 
1889, he shut up his shop and disappeared no 
particular curiosity was aroused. 

It was not kuewn to the people in Lake 
View, however, that Deane had been in daily 

communication with a prominent member of 

the Clan-na-Gael ever since the trial began, nor 
was it known that this same prominent mem- 
ber paid Deane’s expenses to Canada, and that 
Deane there joined the Starkeys, who were 
suspected of a guilty knowledge of Dr. Cro- 
nin’s death. The dog-fancier remained in re- 
tirement for nearly a year, and then went 
back to Chicago. From Chicago he was or- 
dered to go to New York. Upon his arrival 
there he went to an obscure hotel on the East 
Side and remained until he was notified to 
meet the man who was directing his move- 
ments. 

When this meeting took place the sum of 
$2,000 was paid to Peter Deane, with the un- 
derstanding he would never relate the fact that 
he had driven the horse from the Carlson cot- 
tage to the catch-basin, and that he knew what 
the trunk which he put in the wagon contained 
when he helped lift it in and when he helped 
lift it out. Deane promised and then he signed 
a receipt for the money. The next day he left 
New York to goto Canada. He never went. 
He did not return to Chicago. The man’s 
personality was so marked that he could not 
be swallowed up even in a city like New 
York. The receipt that he signed has been 
shown toa gentleman in New York. The 
holder of it expresses the belief that he will 
never be called upon to pay another dollar. 
Whether Peter Deane is dead or alive only 
this one man knows, and this one man is 
safer with Deane dead than Deane alive.”’ 


GIVES EVIDENCE AGAINST SIR HECTOR. 


Canadian Political Affairs Approaching a 
Crisis—Liberals on Top. 

Orrawa, Ont., July 18.—[ Special, |—The de- 
velopments in the Privileges and Elections 
committees the last day or two have given 
rise to all sorts of wild rumors which are be- 
ing industriously circulated by the Liberal 
party.

Work stops in the city offices Saturday at 1 
‘o'clock. leadsto the suggestion that if 
the clerical forces referred to worked full 
time the additional labor that weekly payments 
of w would cause might be pertormed 
without extra expense to the city. 

According to the statement of Mr. Kiol- 
bassa, through his attorney, the individual 
warrant system has not been followed in the 
matter of paying wages. Itis hard to find 
the logic by which weekly payments would 
make it more necessary to pay 7 individual 
warrantsthan heretofore. It would seem as if 
the city employés might be paii Monday or 
Tuesday, and payment made through the 
chief clerks of departments and foremen, the 
wages being placed in envelopes accoraing to 
asystem that is generally in vogue in the bus- 
iness world. 

It is not n that every city depart- 
ment should pay off the same day, 80 long as 
the once-a-week system is observed. As a 
matter of fact, with ordinary business man- 
agement, it should be just as easy to have the 
municipal pay-day once a week instead of 
once a month. 


Planning More Room at the Bridewell. 

Mayor Washburne and Supt. Crawford, it is 
said, have a novel plan under consideration for 
reducing the number of inmates of the House of 
Correction. This is the pardoning of 125 persons, 
There are two serious questions now before the 
Board of Inspection. One is how to provide 
sufficient cell-room and the other is to find 
work for all o“ the inmates. There are at present 
about 200 idle men in tbe institution. It 
is understood that the Mayor and the superin- 
tendent are of the opinion that a large number 
of persons who are sent to the institution because 
they are unable to pay fines amounting to $2 and 

can be pardoned without interfering with the 
ends of justice and that Mr. Crawford has pre- 
pared a list of those whom the Mayor should par- 
don. It is said that there are over 125 names on 
this list which is now being considered by the 
Mayor. It is said the Mayor has asked for a 
police report on each case. 


Trimming the Sidewalks. 

Street Superintendent Burke set some men at 
work Friday cutting down a sidewalk 400 feet 
long at Cottage Grove avenue and Forty-third 
street which extended into the street four feet.

FOUND DEAD IN WOODS NEAR ORLAND. 


Two Boys Discover a Man's Body—Every 
Indication That He Was Murdered. 

The body of a badly decomposed corpse in 
Grosskup’s woods, near Orland, Friday even- 
ing, has brought to light what may prove a 
murder. About dusk Friday evening two lit- 
tle boys, George Arnold and Fred Felton, were 
walking through the woods. They were horri- 
fied at the discovery they made. Under a tree 
in the woods was the body of a middle-aged 
man, face downward, The boys did not stop 
to examine the man’s clothing, but hastened 
back to spread the alarm. The first person 
they chanced to meet was John Vogt, and he 
accompanied the boys back to the place where 
the corpse waa. 

The dead man’s face failed to disclose any 
feature by which a fair description of bis 
general appearance could be obtained, and 
Mr. Vogt at once notified Deputy-Coroner 
Clements, who went to the scene on an early 
train yesterday and obtained all the facts 
available, but they are too meager to justify 
the formation of a definite opinion as to the 
cause of the man’s death. He was apparently 
about 30 years old, He wore a bluish-gray 
suit, pink and white negligee shirt, white 
underwear, and hand-sewed yaiters. 

The theory that the man was robbed ana 
murdered is substantiated by much circum- 
stantial evidence. Under the corpse was a 
revolver, three chambers of which were empty 
and three loaded. His skull was crushed in. 
the wound resembling such as would be in- 
flicted with a hammer. There was also a 
bullet-hole in the right temple. There were no 
traces of a struggle or hard fight in the vicin- 
ity, and the authorities are inclined to believe 
that he was first knocked down with 
a club, then robbed, and finally shot. 
The man’s pockets were turned inside 
out, and the two in the trousers had been cut 
entirely loose. A to one of the vest 
button-holes was a gold watch-chain bar, but 
the watch and chain were both missing. Two 
empty pocketbooks were found, Twenty 


feet away was a brown, stiff hat, in which was | 


the name F. Pruesenen written in pencil. The 
initials “* F. P.“ were also written in pencil on 
the lining. The only piece of paper found on 
the man’s person was a circular, dated June 
24, advertising a picnic at Lake Geneva. 

Deputy Coronor Clements held an inquest 
yesterday afternoon. Philip Kramer, keeper 
of a saloon and hotel at Orland, told a story 
that may indirectly help the authorities to 2 get 
a clew to the mystery. On July 10, he said, a 
well-dressed stranger caine to his house and 
took aroom, As there was no register in the 
hotel his name was not known, but he said that 
he came from the West. He looked like an 
Irishman and talked like one, said Mr. Kra- 
mer, and seemed to be of good 2 His 
appearance was very respectable, es was 
scrupulously neat and tidy.“ 

He left the hotel shortly after breakfast the 
next morning. Mr. Kramer noticed a re- 
volver in the man’s hip pocket. Upon seeing 
the remains iu the woods he at once concluded 
from the clothes and general appearance that 
the co was that of the man who had 
stopped at his hotel. 

The jury found that the man’s death was 
caused by a bullet wound in the head, but 
whether self-inflicted or not it was unable to 
determine, and it recommended that the case 
be brought to the attention of the grand jury. 


EASTERN BOUNDARIES OF ALASKA. 


The Line of Demarkation as Established 
by Great Britain and Russia. 

Wasurneron, D. C., July 18.—[Special. ]— 
Deficient information in the first place was 
the cause of the Alaska-British Columbia 
boundary dispute. The line as fixed by Rus- 
sia and Great Britain in their treaty of de- 
markation of limits in 1825 was as follows: 
Beginning in 54 degrees, 40 minutes, at the 
southermost point of Prince of Wales Island, 
running obliquely to strike the mainland at 
latitude 56 degrees, and then to proceed paral- 
lel to the windings of cast at the distance of 
not exceeding three marine leagues theretrom 
along the summt ot the coast mountains toits 
intersection with the 41st degree of longitude 
at Mount St. Elias and then due north along 
that meridian to the. frozen ocean. As the 
United States acquired whatever ri - Rus- 
sia had it acquired this boundary i The 
trduble was that there had never been an ac- 
curate marking of limits along the coast of 
Mount St. Elias, Asfar as discoveries were 
made it was found that British Columbia had 
parted with more territory than was sup- 
posed. Some explorérs have held that the 
source of the Yukon River is in the Alaskan 
Territory. No previous dispute has ever 
arisen over the boundary, but the Domin- 
ion Government. has chafed over the 
uncertainty and has had its own experts make 
surveys. One of these was Prof. Dawson, 
who is one of Great Britain’s Bering Sea Com- 
missioners. Overtures have been made to the 
United States to settle the question on the 
basis of investigations made by the Canadian 
scientists, but these have been declined. No 
international commission has on the 
question. Of recent years the United States 
has delegated some men connected with the 
scientific brauches of the government to in- 
vestigate, and their reports have generally 
been favorable to the claim of this country to 
extended jurisdiction. One of the scientists, 
who had disappeared from sight for a year 
and a halt, was recently heard from in the Far 
Northwest, though no official report has yet 
been received from him, 
Money for Creditors of a New York Bank. 

The Controller of the Currency has declared an 
eleventh dividend of 15 per cent in favor of the 
creditors of the Marine National Bank of the City 
of New York. payable on and after July 20. This 
makes in all 80 per cent onclaims proved, amount- 
ing to $4,492,852. 

County Lines in Oklahoma, 

Acting-Secretary Chandler of the Interior De- 
partment has issued anorder providing for the 
extension of the lines of counties already lo- 
cated in Oklahoma to make each county 
comprise as nearly as practicable 700 square miles. 
The area not yet defined by counties is also to be 
subdivided into counties of about 700 square miles 
each. The order was issued pursuant to the pro- 
visions of an act of the last Congress.

Attempts on Life and Property—The United

New Castie, Wash., July 18.—Thursday 
night was full of excitement and trouble, be- 
ing the worst night by far for weeks.

HE WANTS TO OWN THE WAOLE OF 
A STATE STREET BLOCK. 


If He Can Acquire Title to the Portions He 
Does Not Now Own He Will Build an 
Immense Store Thereon—Kecent Trans- 
fers Said to Have Been for His Account 
Many Owners Decline to Sell— Who the 
Owners Are. 


It is said that Marshall Field has been nego- 
tiating for some time with a view to acquiring 
all that part of the block bounded by Ran- 
1 — and Washington streets, which 
he not already own. It is supposed that 
the rest of the block is wanted to extend the 
retail dry-goods business of Marshall Field & 
Co., now somewhat circumscribed by the walls 
of the building on the southwest corner of 
this square. The building occupies about one- 
quarter of the block. ‘the facts and argu- 
ments adduced in support of this story are 
in substance as follows: 

A number of important sales of Wabash 
avenue and Washington street frontages have 
been going on recently, the negot ations be- 
ing conducted quietly and without the aid 
ostensibly of real-estate brokers. The pur- 
chaser’s name is not known in one or two of 
the deals, in another the vender declines 
to disclose it, and in three cases 
the purchaser is said by the vendors to bea 
Boston man of the name of Kramer. One of 
the sellers thinks the real purchaser is Mar- 
shall Field. At any rate property of the value 
of $565,000 in this locality has changed hands, 
it is said, by deed or contract within a few 
weeks and the transactions have been kept 
from the public with great care.

four streets of 1,380 feet, of which Mr. Field 
controls 765 feet, or alittle more than one- 
half. The building occupied by Marshall 
Field & Co, has 150 feet frontage on State and 
150 on Washington street. North of this 
stands a forty-foot lot belonging to the estate 
of Hugh Speer, on which Mr. Field has leases 
running seven or eight years. The adjoining 
forty feet Mr. Field bought of William E. 
Hail. Next comes a thirty-foot piece belong- 
ing to the Osborn estate. North of this stan 
Central Music Hall, which occupies 130 feet to 
the corner of Randolph street, Mr. Field is 
said to own a controlling interest in the Cen- 
tral Music Hall property. 

Recent Transfers on the Block. 

Three years ago Mr. Field began to acquire 
property on the Washington street frontage, 
rchasing No. 29, with a twenty-four-foot 
rontage. The late purchases in the block 
which Mr. Field is assumed to have made are 
Nos. 21, 27, and 31 Washington st and No. 
73 Wabash avenue, the first three being indi- 
cated on the accompanying map as Lots Nos. 
1, 4, and 6, 

No. 73 Wabash avenue is directly south of 
the alley in the rear of the lots fronting on 
Randolph street. 

No. 31 Washington street was sold recently 
by Juergens & Anderson, the jewelers, to a 
Boston purchaser for $165,000, but the Weber 
Catering company has a ten-year lease, for 
which they have refused $50,000, Mr. Field 
once offered $100,000 for the property, but the 
offer was refused. 

No. 27 was sold recently by the Campbell 
estate for $100,000 to the unknown mysterious 
purchaser, subject to a two years’ lease. 

J. F. Lord, the owner of the property next 
east, No. 25, has received an offer, but says 
the property is not for sale, though he would 
lease it for ninety-nine years. William Stew- 
art owns No. 23 and it is said will not seil. 
The building occupied by Cobb's Library 
stands on the corner of Washington and Wa- 
bash. Cuthbert W. Laing recently sold it, 
but declined to name the purchaser. It is 
subject to a lease having three and a half years 
yet to run. No. 73 Wabash avenue was sold 
lately by Mrs. S. A. Whittemore of Washing- 
ton, D. C., for $100,000. 

Holders Not Anxious to Sell. 


South of the property sold lately by Mrs. 
Whittemore is a 48-foot piece belonging to the 
Botsford estate, and next to this is 
151 feet owned by Mrs. Hetty 
R. H. Green. From Randolph street 
to the first alley south on Wabash avenue 
there is a frontage of 104 feet by 50 feet on 
Randolph which is owned by A. S. Trude. 
Mr. Trude says he has received good offers 
lately for the property, but has made no sale. 
He says there is no doubt that somebody is 
after the property in this vicinity. 

Mrs. E. C. Lewis owns the lot west of Mr. 
Trude’s property on Randolph street and will 
not sell. The adjoining three lots, extending 
to Holden place, belong to the Western News 
company. ghee 

Real estate men aS do not think it 
at all feasible for Mr. Field to acquire 
all the rest of the block. They 
point out the followmg obstacles which 
are not easily removed. The owner of No, 25 
Washington street and probably the owner of 
No. 23 do not hold the land for sale. Mrs. 
Green is known to be averse to parting with 
any valuable real estate in Chicago. The Bots- 
ford estate property is said to be so tied up in 
litigation that it cannot be conveyed for some 
time tocome, The Western News company 
is not likely to part with property in so desir- 
able a location, and Mr. Lewis, the owner of 
the property east of this company, does not 


wish to sell. 


Mr. Field's object in making the purchases 
ascribed to him is said to be to cover the 
whole block with an immense building to be 
used for the retail business of Marshall Field 
& Co. But the block is bisected from north 
to south by Holden place, which is forty feet 
wide, and this might be some obstacle to the 
erection of so large a building. 

Mr. Field is now in Europe, and one dealer 
said this was a good timetospring sucha 


story. None of his business associates would 


talk on the subject. If there is such a deal it 
is a long way from consummation m the be-

REED’S VISIT TO PARLIAMENT. 


The Ex-Speaker Introduced to the Mem- 
f bers of the Lower House. 
[SPECIAL CABLE. 

Lonpon, July 18.—The House of Commons 
is just now bereft of three of its leading men 
—Gladstone, Smith, and Morley. Fortunate- 
ly the business in hand is of the routine kind 
or the gaps would be severely felt. The 
Speaker of the House of Representatives, who 
paid us a visit Friday, only had an opportunity 
of seeing us engaged in committee of supply 
work, which, in the United States, is done by 
the Committee of Ways and Means. Reed 
looked on with interest and had the advan- 
tage of listening to some of our most 
colossal bores, who have a clear field before 
them when money votes are on. Hitherto 
Parliament has refused to delegate the respon- 
sibility of dealing with public money to any 
smaller body than the Committee ‘of the 
Whole of the House, but a feeling is growing 
up in favor of the United States system. Reed 
had some conversation on this subject with 
Sir William Harcourt and othet members 
during his visit. I gathered that he does not 
look with disfavor on the English method of 
dealing with financial affairs. It keeps the 
control over the public purse in_ the 
hands of the House itself instead of 
elevating a few of its members into 
great importance and removing many 
questions of interest to the taxpayer from the 
arena of open discussion. Reed was intro- 
duced by a thorough-going Radical, Philip 
Stanhope, brother ot the Secretary of War, 
who is just asextreme a Tory. Philip is in 
favor of abolishing most of the existing in- 
stitutions. Edward, the Secretary, having a 
high office and £5,000 a year, naturally desires 
to maintain things as they are. Neither will 
see his desires fully realized. Itisto be re- 
gretted that Reed could not have 
seen and heard Gladstone, who Still 
remains our greatest Parliamentarian, but 
he is invalided at Lowestoft and Morley is at 
Cromer, and our own beloved Smith is con- 
fined to his house. Of course, he is immensely 
rich and need not work any longer, but we 
all know that duty is Smith’s first and last 
consideration. The last time I saw him was 
the day the German Emperor went to the 
city. He wasdressed in acocked hat and wore a 
brilliant uniform of blue gold, but he seemed 
scarcely able to stand upright, and the last 
Sunday at Hatfield broke him down, for it is 
my opinion he will not lead the House of 
Commons again. We shall have Balfour im his 
place next session. Nobody is standing in his 
way. Lord Randolph Churchill once blocked 
the path, but he has flung away the last rags 
of his reputation by his most indiscreet jour- 
ney to South Africa. He has gone there prac- 
tically in the employment of a financial syn- 
dicate who will use him and his reports for 
speculative purposes. Howcan aman ever be 
a great Minister of the crown who has farmed 
himself out to stock exchange rings. More- 
over he has sent back letters so graphic as to 
have been either the wonder or the ridicule of 
all London. People wonder what can be 
the matter with him, and they can go 
on wondering, but meanwhile he is fad- 
ing out of the political horizon. Balfour 
has gained all that he has lost. Politicians 
with bad tempers and feeble judgment might 
profitably study the career of Randolph 
Churchill. Lord Salisbury is of course re- 
joiced at the turn affairs have taken, for 
Churchill was a thorn in his side. The 
Prime Minister could never be sure 
of receiving common civility from his 
former subordinate. Even at Cabinet 
councils there was often a scene. Now 
the Marquis has everything his own 
way. Some people may complain that he is 
trying to make the Ministry a family party, 
but Balfour has proved his fitness for a high 
office. He has shown he is a man tobe 
trusted. Who can say that of his former 
leader and rival, Churchill? ‘The tools go to 
the man who knows how to use them. Even 
the Irish party have got over their bitterness 
towards Balfour. They recognize in hima 
stout but not malignant foe. In the course of 
the next week they will give him a good roast- 
ing over the Irish money votes. Tim Healy 
and Sexton will keep him lively. 

I believe there will be a great row over the 
continued imprisonment of O’Brien and 
Dilloa. The Coercion act having been suf- 
fered to lapse, why not release the chief men 
who were deprived of their liberty under it? 
Balfour will be subjected to a hot fire on that 
point. In one of the two prison- 
ers the Irish party look for their future 
leader, Justin McCarthy having quite 
given up. His health and inclination 
alike forbid a longer hold upon a position he 
never coveted. I have not seen him in the 
house for weeks past. Sexton has been keep- 
ing the boys together. Dillon’s health is also 
far from strong and the leadership would 
soon break him down. Thus the conserva- 
tives, Gladstonians, and Irishmen are all in 
want of a leader. Any offers from the United 
States?

Has the glory departed from Georgia, and are 
there none of her sons brave enough, and capable 
enough, and trusted enough to lead their brothers 
into ways of pleasantness and paths of peace? 
Has it come to this, that the name of Goorgian is 
but another for poltroon, demagogue, traitor, and 
coward? Has it come to this, that Georgians

There can be no doubt as to the scheme of 
the third pert apostles. Weaver and Simp- 
son have declared time and again that the 
Alliance will sweep the Dakotas, Iowa, Ne- 
braska, and Kansas next year.

Silly and impracticable as the 
Subtreasury plan is it seems to carry the 
Georgians by storm, and leading Democrats, 
forced to realize the danger to their old party, 
are working as they never did before to ap- 
pease the people and quiet the tempest al- 
ready howling around their ears.

Col. Polk, who impresses every one 
with whom he comes in contact with his sin- 
cerity of purpose, will be in Washington dur- 
ing the long session. Polk, like Livingston, 
would be greatly pleased if the Democrats 
would indorse Subtreasury and the abolition 
of the national banking system, be- 
cause this action, as they believe, 
would add materially to the success 
of the principles of the Alliance. They have 
captured Georgia as the matter now stands. 
At Americus, Atlanta, Athens, Hogansville, and 
here great crowds came for miles to listen to 
the speeches. Many traveled by train, but the 
greater number came with vehicles. Whole 
families loaded themselves into wagons and 
rode for long distances to hear the orators. 
Every man was made a missionary and in less 
than sixty days an Alliance lodge will be 
formed in every township in Georgia.

The Coun- 
ty Boards of Review, which are now in session 
throughout the State, find themselves daily 
confronted with crowds of protesting citizens, 
impatiently demanding that the assessments 
on their property shall be reduced. The 
clamor is a caution, and it portends trouble 
for the Democratic party, which is wholly re- 
sponsible for the unpopular act. 
_ The dissatisfaction, however, great as it is, 1s 
insignificant in comparison with what it will 
probably be next spring when tax-paying time 
comes around and people will have to go down 
into their pockets deeper than they have ever 
gone before. Then there will be a mighty 
how], and the average citizen will look upon 
the Democratic party with some such senti- 
ments as the robbed man usually has for the 
thief who picks his pockets.

New York, July 18.—[Special.]—The letter 
of Cornelius N. Bliss to ex-Judge Horace 
Russell has caused more talk among politi- 
cians of all parties in this city than anything 
that has been published for many a 
day. Prior to this action of Mr. 
Bliss he was looked upon as an 
acceptable compromise candidate for the Gov- 
ernorship and one who would be able to unite 
allsections of the Republican party in the 
State. His high personal character and his 
unstained record were counted on to appease 
the mugwumps. He had the silk stockings 
aud the Union League behind him, and he

With Mr. Bliss out of the race the name of 
Senator Fassett appears to be writ large. His 
record is clean, he is known to be the friend 
of Mr. Platt, and he is favorably looked on by 
the silk stockings. He will have the mug- 
wumps of the party opposed to him, but it is 
a question whether Warner Miller, who, so far 
as State politics is concerned, 1s the George 
William Curtis of the party, will have power 
enough to seriously injure the chances of the 
great investigator.“ For Senator Fassett is 
strong personally in the northern part of the 
State and he could make a good showing in 
sections where Platt influence is small. 

The chances of Postmaster Van Cott do not 
appear to be looked on as being great.

QUAY WILL STEP DOWN AND OUT. 


Clarkson Likely to Become Chairman of 
the Republican National Committee. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., July 18.—[Special.]— 
Senator Quay has issued a call for a meeting 
of the Executive committee of the Republican 
National committee in this city July 29. 

Within the last week Senator Quay has in- 
formed more than one of his friends that he 
had concluded to retire from the Chairman- 
ship, although retaining his membership in 
the National committee. He willin all prob- 
ability be succeeded by J. S. Clarkson. It is 
said that the members of the committee have 
been consulted by mail regarding the proposed 
change, and that the replies indicate beyond 
question Clarkson’s election. Upon the ques- 
tion of the reason for Senator Quay’s retire- 
ment no one is able to speak definitely. All 
that is known is that he will step down and 
out just as United States Senator Gorman did 
from the Chairmanship of the Democratic 
National committee after his successful lead- 
ership in 1884. No reason will be assigned in 
the letter of resignation, and, doubtless, so 
far as the committee is concerned, none will 
be asked for. It is well known, however, to 
his nearest friends, that in view of recent po- 
litical events in Pennsylvania and the fear 
that they might have an unwholesome influ- 
ence upon the Republican national campaign 
next year, Senator Quay preferred to occupy 
a less prominent position in the national com- 
mittee in 1892.

JACKSON, Miss., July 18.—[Special.]—The State 
Democratic convention held Wednesday last was 
largely attended.

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HIS CAREER OF ORIME. 


GEORGE 8S. PARKER, THE LONDON SUI- 
CIDE, A NEW YORK EX-CONVICT. 


His Exploits as the Head of the British- 
American Claim Agency, in Which He 
Is Said to Have Swindled 50,000 Persons 
Arrested by Byrnes’ Detectives—Set 
Free on a Jury Disagreement—Why He 


Fled the Country—General Metropolitan 
News, 


New York, July 18.—[Special.|—George S. 
Parker, who committed suicide in his board- 
mg-house in London yesterday, was well 
known to the police of this city. He was an 
ex-convict, and his picture is in Inspector 
Byrnes’ rogues’ gallery. Parker was 
at the head of the concern called the 
British-American claim agency, which had 
offices in the Stewart Building in 1887. He 
represented himself as the President and Gen- 
eral Manager. The offices in the Stewart 
Building were sumptuously furnished and 
many young women were emplcyed as type- 
writers. Circulars were scattered throughout 
the country, and it is said that 50,000 persons 
were swindled by the concern. Parker's 
scheme was to hunt up alleged ancient lega- 
cies. The persons who fell into his snare 
paid him money in advance, which he 
pocketed. Parker was arrested by Byrnes’ 
detectives, who led him into a trap beforeS$the 
trial. His wife got him out on bail. She 
justified in the sum of $10,000. They lived at 
No. 182 First place, Brooklyn. At the trial 
the jury disagreed because none of the victims 
would appear, and Parker was let go. 

On April 23, 1889; a warrant was issued for | 
Parker’s arrest for stealing a pair of diamond 
earrings from William Saich, a jeweler in 
Sixth avenue. He left the country to escape 
arrest and went to Brazil, Paris, and London. 
Saich, the man from whom he stole the 
diamonds, was subsequently arrested for 
receiving stolen goods and is now serving out 
a five years sentence. Parker was arrested in 
this city in 1878 for larcency and spent three 
years in prison.

TEN MEN SHOT BY BALMACEDA’S ORDERS,” 


His Victims Concerned in the Attempt te 
Blow Up Government Vessels,

Iain, Chile, July 18.—The attempted de- 
struction at Valparaiso of two government 
war vessels was foiled by the timely discovery, 
by Balmaceda’s officers of the plot, the arrest 
of the implicated parties, and their death two 
days later by order of Balmaceda. 5 

The vessels were the torpedo boats Lynch 
and Coudell, which, afte , escorting the trans- 
port Imperial to Coquimbo with 2,000 troops 
aboard, returned to Valparaiso. They are 
very useful vessels to the government, as they 
are very fast, and for this reason are able to 
venture right into the mouth of danger and 
when pursued to show their heels to the en- 
emy. This was clearly demonstrated a few 
weeks ago when they bombarded the various 
insurgent ports between Iquique and Huasco, 
The insurgent fleet gave chase, but were quick - 
ly distanced, 

It is safe to say that one of the most grati- 
fying pieces of news that could be brought to 
the insurgent leaders would be the capture of 
the Lynch and Coudell.

HARTLEY CLIFFORD GIVEN FREEDOM. 


Gov. Peck Relieves a Notorious Wisconsin 
Murderer from a Life Sentence. 

Maptsox, Wis., July 18.—[Special. ]—Gov. 
Peck today granted a pardon to Hartley 
Clifford, who was sentenced to imprison- 
ment for life in Janesville nine years 
ago for the slaying of Capt. Pugh. The cir- 
cumstances of the case were as follows: Clif- 
ford was a Milwaukee gambler and Pugh a 
Racine lake Captain. Clifford went to Ra- 
cine April 14, 1882, to attend a walking match. 
He met Pugh there and they made bets ag- 
gregating about $175. After the natch they 
repaired to the Huggins House and quarreled 
over their bets. Clifford started for his room 
but Pugh seized him, whereupon Cliffo 
drew a revolver. A struggle followed, Pugh 
holding fast to Clifford. The latter fired 
one shot into the floor to frighten 
Pugh, and finally a second uarely at 
the Captain, which killed him. On 
the 10th day of December, 1882, Clifford was 
convicted and sentenced to the State Prison 
for hfe. Application was made to Gov. Rusk 
for a pardon and later to Gov. Hoard, but it 
was refused. Gov. Peck’s reasons for his 
actions are as follows: 

The application for the pardon of Hartle 
Clifford, who was, the 10th day of December, 155 
convicted of the crime of murder in the first 
degree. and now serving a life sentence in 
the State prison, sets forth two reasons upon 
which a pardon or commutation of sentence is 
asked. First : That Hartley Clifford should not 
have been convicted of the crime, but if at all, of 
manslaughter in the second, or one of its lesser de- 
grees, and that he has already served the full term 
prescribed by law for manslaughter in the second 
degree. Second, that the prisoners health is 
seriously impaired, and a belief that if confined 
in prison much longer it will result in his death. 
In deciding this application I have considered th 
second proposition first, and my conclusion is 
that the evidence or facts presented do not war- 
rant an exercise of the pardoning on this ground. 
1 do not believe that an Executive would be justi- 
fied in granting a pardon to one serving a life 
sentence on the ground of ill-health unless 
it made to appear that the prisoner 
is about to die, not that he will, if 
longer confined. In case the prisoner is serving a 
sentence less than for life and has nearly com- 

leted his sentence a pardon might be grant 
— on the — that longer confinement wo 
result in death. 

The Governor then recites the fact that 
Judge Bennett, who presided at the trial, the 
jurymen, the State rd of Supervision and 
Charities and Reform all recommend Execu- 
tive clemency, as well as a large number of 
the citizens of Racine. He goes on to say:

CHINESE DYNASTY’S PERIL. 


Recent Rioting Encouraged by Advocates 
of Revolution. 

Suanouat, China, June 21.—The organized 
Chinese mob which, June 18, destroyed the 
Roman Catholic mission establishment and 
killed two foreigners at Wusich, a large city 
on the Grand Canal, 100 miles from this place, 
is rapidly growing in numbers and is slowly 
making its way toward this city, taking in, on 
its line of march, all the foreign settlements 
along the Yang-tse-Kiang River. 

There can be but little doubt that many of 


those high in authority in Chinese Govern- 
ment affairs, if not openly assisting the riot- 


ers, still lend the influence of their sympathy 
and do not make any systematic or deter- 
mined effort to suppress the destruction of 
foreign property or even the lives of foreiga- 
ers. The Chinese gunboats remain inactive 
while this wholesale destruction of forei 
missionary buildings is taking place, and do 
not even attempt to give refuge to ladies and 
children when pursued from their burning 
homes by the mod and fleeing for their lives 
to any place of safety. The Chinese soldiers 
occasionally sent to guard foreign propert 
have always been insufficient in number an 
have generally thus far not opposed the ac- 
tions of the mob, but whether through fear or 
sympathy is not known. 

By these and other signs it is shown that the 
feeli of the ruling authorities in the dis- 
tur district are with the mob, and that the 
intention seems to be to drive out from China 
all foreigners and destroy their property, thus 
bringing on a foreign war, in which case an 
open rebellion will take place, in which the 
chief aim will be to overthrow the present 
Chinese dynasty and establish another more 
suited to the wishes of the mass of the 0e. 
The present ruling dynasty is Mongolian, to 
which the people at large are opposed and wish 
to establish a full-blooded Chinese Emperor 
upon the throne. 

The Ministers of the various toreign powers 
at Pekin have informed the Prime Minister of 
China that, unless he takes immediate and 
effective steps to stop the attacks upon for- 
eigners and their property, the Admirals com- 
manding the foreign fleets now in Chinese 
waters will take the case into their own hands 
and protect foreign interests wherever pos- 
sible, and in other cases will levy tribute 
upon the seaport cities to the extent of 
damage done by the insurgents, and, if 
refused, will bombard and destroy such 
cities as are within reach of their guns. 
Whether this vigorous protest will result in 
the determined action of the Chinese Gov- 
ernment to suppress the disorders remains 
yet to be seen. The foreign powers cannot 
afford to delay action. They cannot trust to 
the siow methods of Chinese workings for the 
protection of their subjects, or there will soon 
be none left to protect, except in such cities 
as Shanghai, where a determined and effective 
resistance can be made to all Chinese attacks. 

Wusieh, where the rioters did sa much dam- 
age June 8, is a large city on the Grand Canal 
and is the principal source of the silk culture 
in this section of China, The Catholics have 
for years been laboring in this city, and proba- 
bly in no place has their success been greater. 
It was the headquarters of the missions along 
the Grand Canal, and contained the largest 
cathedral in China, about sixty chapels, and 
more than 10,000 Chimese conve to the 
Christian faith. There was also a boys’ school 
condncted by the fathers, with an attendance 
of more than 100, and a school for girls, at 
which the attendance was much larger. 

All these buildings were burned to the 
ground and the church pyoperty was stolen by 
the mob. Several Chinese children being 
eared for in the mission orphanage are 
said to have boen killed and their bodies ter- 
ribly mutilated, the leaders of the rioters ex- 
posing these bodies to the mob and telling 
them it was done by the mission fathers 
teachers. 


TESTING THE FRYER STEAMSHIP, 
The Inventor of the Craft Says He Is Sat- 


is led. 

Battrmore, Md., July 18.— [Special. 
Trials of the engines of the new and novel 
arrow steamship Howard Cassard last night 
and today have given perfect satisfac- 
tion to Mr. Fryer, the mventor, and the of- 
ficers and directors of the company, who came 
on from New York to witness the experiment. 
The trials will be continued next week. In 
the trials last night the big engines turned 
over at the remarkably low pressure of eight 
pounds. The peculiar looking steamer was 
built by the Monumental Construction com- 
pany of Baltimore, which organized last 
spring. Howard Cassard is President. The 
concern as originally formed in New York 
was the Arrow Steainship company. It contem- 
plated the building of large ocean steamships 
under the Fryer invention for the express pur- 
pose of carrying passengers, mail, and ex- 
press matter. 

The inventor claimed that vessels built ac- 
— bee his plans would be absolutely safe, 
would have speed, and would be cheap in con- 
struction and operation, The standard ves- 
sels proposed were of a size to which the How- 
ard Cassard sustains a proportion of but four- 
tenths. The Cassard is merely to demonstrate 
the inventor’s idea. It includes as many 
points as possible of the larger ves. 
sels. The Cassard was not constructed 
by the old-fashionea models but by 
practical computation, which seems to 
assure absolute correctness of line — 
in the production of a beautifully-model 
vessel. It is 222 feet over all, 206 feet between 
perpendiculars, 16 feet beam, and 18 feet 4 
inches depth of hold. It is to be driven by a 
single compound engine of twenty-four inches 
stroke with a high pressure cylinder of thirty 
inches and a low pressure cylinder of sixt 
inches. It is calculated that the vessel w 
develop without forced draught 1,600 borse- 

wer and under forced draught about 2,500 

orse-power. 

The especial feature of construction primar- 
ily is its keel, the depth of which at the bow 
is 15 inches, at the stern 48 inches. The keel 
is built up of bars and plates, and has a total 
weight of 68,000 pounds, The keel is not only 
the backbone of the vessel, 2 it great 
solidity and strength, but is solid fuunda- 
tion for the boilers, engine, and shaft. The 
shaft is 92 feet long, weighs 32,000 pounds, and 
is supported its entire length by bearings on 
the keel. Ihe propeiler has four blades; di- 
mensions are 9 feet 8 inches. The blades are 
not set on the same line around the 
shaft but are advanced on the hub and with 
increased pitch, so as to give the advantage of 
each blade striking solid water and by its im- 
proved form gaining full advantage of pres- 
sure on every inch of its surface. There are 
two tubular boilers. These have a heading 
surface of 4,000 square feet; grate surface 
105 square feet; extreme diameter, 10 feet; 
height, 8 feet; and weight, 50,000 
with water. The ballast will be the engine, 


which weighs 70,000 pounds, and the rs,

BIDS FOR BUILDING GREAT GUNS. 


Getting Ready to Defend Our Ports Against 
Any Possible Attack. 

Wasuinaton, D. C., July 18.— Proposals for 
entering into one of the largest contracts 
awarded by the War Department in recent 
years were opened today by the War Depart- 
ment in the office of Gen. Flagler, Chief of 
Ordnance.. They were in response to adver- 
tisements inviting bids for building twenty- 
five eight-inch, fifty ten-inch, and twenty-five 
twelve-inch breech- loading, rifled, built-up 
steel guns. Efforts last year to secure favora- 
ble bids failed, and it was necessary for Con- 
gress to increase the appropriation for these 
100 guns to $4,225,000. 

The proposals received today were from 
three firms or corporations, the Midvale Steel 
company, the South Boston iron works, and 
the Bethlehem Steel company. The bids were 
as follows: 

Midvale Steel company, one eight-inch type 
gun, with ammunition for testing, $22,028, to 
be delivered in three years; twenty-five 
service guns of the same pattern at the same 
price each, to be delivered in eight years after 
acceptance of the type gun; one ten-inch type 
gun, $51,880, and forty-four service guns at 
the same price each, to be delivered in eight 
years; one twelve-inch type gun, with ammu- 
nition, $88,592, and twenty-nine service guns 
at the same price each, to be delivered in 
eight years. 

South Boston iron works, one eight-inch 
gun, $27,300; 350 rounds of ammunit-on, 
$24,332 ; twenty-four service guns, $20,695 each, 
deliveries to begin in 1894, and to be made at 
the rate of six per year; one ten-inch type 
gun, $60,500; ammunition for the same, 
$43,350; forty-nine service guns, $47,700 each, 
to be deliveréd five each year after 1895; 
twelve-inch type gun, $100,000; ammunition 
for same, $60,000; twenty-five service guns, 
with ten rounds of ammunition, 979,500 each, 
to be delivered five each year after 1896. 

Bethlehem Steel company, eight-inch type 


gun, $43,893, delivered in 1,460 days, and $42,- 


035 if delivered in 2,190 days; 24 service guns 
of same kind at $19,723 each delivered in 552 
days, or $17,246 if delivered in 730 days; ten- 
inch type gun, $78,937, delivered in 699 days, 
or $73,755, delivered in 882 days; 49 service 
guns of this size at $40,929 each, delivered in 
2,130 days, or $37,754, delivered in 3,404 days; 
twelve-inch type gun, $113,951, delivered in 
791 days, or 106.558 delivered in 1,095 days; 
24 service guns of this size at $61,846 each, de- 
livered in 2,038 days, or $54,473, delivered in 
3,194 days. 

The Bethlehem bid was accompanied by 
some conditions, one looking to a change in 
the proportions of the hoops of the guns and 
another to allowances for advanced deliveries, 
Their bid was very complex, and it will re- 
quire several days’ time and much close cal- 
culataon to ascertain which are the best terms 
that can be made by the government. The act 
of Congress gives authority to divide the 
awards, but at their longest periods of time 
the Bethlehem bids are still the lowest in 
each class, and their lowest total of $3,785,850 
for the 100 guns is the only cne within the 
limit of the appropriation. The total of the 
Midvale bid is $5,359,500 and of the South 
Boston bid $5,174,312. 


BOSTON THE DRUNKARD’S PARADISE. 


If a Man Says He Hasn’t Been Drunk Re- 
cently They Release Him. 

Boston, Mass., July 14.—This city and State 
are full of cranks. Probably we have more 
to the square mile than in any other com- 
munity in the world. Rum flows freely here 
and we have lots of temporary and habitual 
drunkards. The Great and General Court 
commences its session the first Wednesday of 
January and rarely adjourns until about the 
middle of June. The principal business of 
the hayseeders who compose the court is 
to cater to railroad and corporation influences 
and to see the town at the lowest possible 
rates. They drive the lawyer crazy by repeal- 
ing bills passed the year before. For years 
the intelligent people of the State have urged 
biennial sessions of the Legislature, but thus 
far without effect. 

The latest whim of oureccentric Legislature 
is a law relative to the punishment for drunk- 
enness. It provides in substance that any 
man, woman, or child in Massachusetts can 
get drunk twice a year with impunity. He or 
she has simply tosign a paper (not under oath) 
stating that within a year he has not before 
been twice arrested for drunkenness, and the 
police Captain or Lieutenant must take their 
word for it and discharge them. Last Satur- 
day, July 4, almost everybody in Boston who 
loved his toddy got drunk. The Post, a very 
conservative paper, estimated that at least 
5,000 persons took advantage of the new law 
to get full. The police became tired and only 
arrested between 300 and 400. 

Of this number, only half a dozen round- 
ers were sent to court, as the law states that 
if convicted twice within a year pre 
July 1, 1891, the court must dispose of their 
cases. Under the new law the prisoner’s state- 
ments are referred to the Probation Officer and 
his one assistant. 7 

The chief Probation Officer was born in 
1812, and is a very feeble and decrepit old 
man. His assistant, though younger, is not 
much more active. The residences of most 
of these drunkards are out of the city, and 
range from Calais, Me., to Raleigh, N. G. 
The law provides for a thorough investigation 
of.every case, but amusing feature of the 
law is that prisoners are discharged first and 
investigated afterward. The two Probation 

cers are now struggling with about 400 
papers. The “‘bummers’’ have all tumbled 


to the law, and upon arrest promptly state: 


that nothing can be done with them. Mean- 
while the liquor-dealers chuckle and the 
reputable people in the State are ashamed.

BAD WEATHER FOR CROPS’ 


TEMPERATURE ABOUT SIX DEGREES 
BELOW THE NORMAL, 
Agricultural Regions of the Great Central 
Valleys Affected—Wheat and Oat Har- 
vest Nearly Completed in Illinois—Corn 
Is in Good Condition, but the Growth 


Has Been Retarded—Excessive Rainfall N 


from Lake Superior Westward to Oregon 
-The Production of Sugar. 

Wasnixdron, D. C., July 18.—The weather 
crop’ bulletin issued by the Weather Bureau 
for the week ended yesterday shows that the 
weather has been cool in all districts east of 
the Rocky Mountains except in New England, 
New York, and Southern Texas, where the 
normal temperature prevailed. Over the 
western and central portions of the cotton 
region the mean temperature of the week was 
but slighly below the normal, while in the 
South Atlantie States and over the wheat and 
corn regions of the central valleys the mean 
daily temperature for the week was about six 
degrees below the normal. In the spring 
wheat region the deficiency in temperature 
was less, amounting to 3° per day. The samo 
deficiency in temperature occurred in South- 
ern California, but it was slightly warmer in 
Northern California, Oregon, and Washington. 
The temperature for the season from Jan. 1 
to July 17 continues in excess in the Northern 
States, Tennessee, and the Ohio Valley, and 
over thespring wheat region. Notwithstanding 
the fact that the current month of July has so 
far been cooler than any July since the estab- 
lishment of the weather service this season’s 
excess is due to abnormally high temperatures 
that occurred before the opening of the grow- 


ing season. 
Rainfall. 


The areas of excessive rainfalls during the 
last week are much broken and widely dis- 
tributed, the largest area extending from Lake 
Superior westward to Oregon, including the 
greater portion of the spring wheat region. 
The area of excessive rain next in extent cov- 
ers the west portion of the cotton region, 
while the east portion of the cotton region was 
favored with abundant rains in sections where 
the seasonal rains were deficient. The rainfall 
was generally less than usual in that portion 
of the — valleys where harvest work is 
in progress, extending from the southern 
portions of the lake region to Southern Min- 
nesota. Light showers occurred on the 
Pacific coast as far south as San Francisco 
and in the central and southern Rocky 
Mountain regions. The seasonal rainfall is 
largely in excess from Texas northward to 
the Dakotas, while generally throughout the 
principal corn producing States the amount 
of rainfall for the season amounts to from 
80 to 90 per cent of the normal, and there is 
apparently a sufficient amount of moisture in 
most localities to develop the corn crop, 
which is now most in need of warm, dry 


weather. 
General Remarks, 

Reports from various States are summarized 
as follows: 

New Jersey—Weather favorable to all growth, 
especially corn and vine truck; wheat and rye all 
harvested; oats improved; rain needed for crops 
in northern portion. 

Pennsylvania—An abundant wheat harvest, 
housed in good condition; a large hay crop of fine 
quality secured; oats fairly good and ripening 
rapidly; corn growing nicely; large yield of pota- 
toes anticipated. 

Maryland—Local rain and wind storms caused 
some damage to crops; wheat in shock beginning 
to sprout; potatoes promising; oats poor; corn 
and tobacco on heavy land doing well. 

lowa—Weather favorable for haying and har- 
vesting; corn backward; must have warmer 
weather to make average crop; spring grain be- 
ing harvested in Southern portion with good 
yield; good hay crop, mostiy secure. 

Indiana—Weather favorable for thrashing and 
haying, but corn needs rain and warmer weather: 
wheat thrashing of the best crop in years contin- 
ues: hay is saved in fine condition. 

Michigan—Cool nights, unfavorable to rapid 
growth of corn; wheat harvest progressing favor- 
ant quality fair; more warm rains needed. 5 

Alabama— The farming interests in excellent 
condition; crops doing well in most sections; cot- 
ton in a few localities is suffering from disease. 

Mississippi—Heavy showers at a few places in 
central part of the State, elsewhere none or very 
light; favorable weather for cultivation and 
growth of cotton and corn. 

Virginia—Low temperature and deficiency in 
rainfall injurious to corn; tobacco promising. 

Ohio—Conditions favorable for crops; wonder- 
fal growth in last two weeks; large yield of corn, 
potatoes, and tobacco promised; crops in fine 
condition. 

Arkansas—General weather conditions favora- 
ble, although rain was badly distributed, partic- 
ularly in eastern 2 of the State; cotton 
somewhat retarded by cool weather; corn . 
lent and crop assured; fruit will be an average 
crop. 

Massachusetts—Some damage by heavy wind, 
rain, and lightning in Central New Hampshire 
July 15; very favorable week for growth of crops 
and for harvesting hay and grain; the latter in 
excellent condition ; rain needed. 

Nebraska—Rainfall deficient, except fall of 
three inches in Kearney County; good weather; 
harvest: rye and wheat practically in good con- 
dition in southeast section ; corn growing. 

Minnesota—Weather favorable to all crops; 
sun shining; weather has improved corn; har- 
vesting is progressing favorably; wheat and 
other grains promise well. 

_ Wisconsin—Weather too cold for corn; harvest- 
ing of grain general; potatoes will yield above an 
average crop: rain needed. 

_ Missouri—Hay harvest well advanced; prom- 
ises a large crop of fine quality; corn needs rain 
in southeast portion ofthe State, but is doing 
well elsewhere. 

Oregon—Weather beneficial to crops; wheat 
harvesting progressing and — heavier than 
anticipated; Oregon and Washington will export 
about 13.000.000 bushels of wheat; hops doing 
fairly well; vats, barley, and rye are above the 
average. 

North Carolina—Heavy rain in some portions 
of the State, generally favorable to corn and 
tobacco, which shows light improvement, but 
weather too cool and cloudy; cotton is at a 
standstill. 

Kentucky—Corn and tobacco beginning to need 
rain, but continue to look well; hay harvested 
and crop very good; oat crop very short; gardens 
and fruits promising. 

New York—Harvesting of wheat, rye, and bar- 

ley well advanced ; oats, corn, and potatoes grow- 
ing rapidly; tobacco generally excellent; all crops 
in southeastern section of the State injured — 
drought. 
_ California—Grain-harvesting nearly completed 
in Northern California and yield average, quality 
excellent ; fruit abundant and large quantities 
are being shipped East; grasshoppers are damag- 
ing various portions of the State; weather favor- 
able for allcrops in Southern California; corn, 
peaches, and grapes promise a large yield. 

Louisiana—Rainfall deficient but beneficial: 
corn crop is made and yield promising; cotton is 
fruiting well; cane growing luxuriantly; laying 
by of stubble cane — d completed; early rice 
heading: crops somewhat grassy; ali reports 
favorable. 

Texas—Warm and dry weather has injured 
cotton in West and Southwest Texas; in other 
portions good showers have greatly benefited the 
crop, which promises a heavy yield; corn crop

Tennessee—Wheat mostly thrashed in good 
condition and fine yield; cotton blooming late;

Cotton and Corn in the South.

Big Yield of Potatoes in Dakota. 
Yankton, 8. D., July 18.—[Special.]—The 
harvest of small grain has been in progress in 
South Dakota during the last week. Oats, rye, 
and barley show a heavier yield than ever before. 
Corn is backward, but plenty of hot weather will 


bring it out all right. There is an immense crop 


of potatoes, 300 bushels per acre being the aver- 
age yield. 


Harvesting in Iowa, 

Des Mores, Ia., July 18.—This week’s bulletin 
of the lowa weather service reports says that 
harvest of spring wheat is in progress in the 
southern half of the State, and early seeded fields 
are ready to cut in northern districts.

THE DUTY ON CARPET WOOLS. 


A Test Case Before the Board of. General 
Appraisers. 

New York, July 11.—A session of the United 
States Board of General Appraiser, held this 
morning at the building No. 584 Canal street, 
attracted a large number of importers and 
others who were interested in an important 
test case as to the right of the government to 
apply the sorting double-uuty clause of the 
wool-tariff to carpet wools. Judge Somerville 
presided, his associates being Appraisers 
Sharpe and Ham. 

The case was that of E. S. Higgins & Co., 
carpet- manufacturers of No. 84 White street, 
to recover an excess of duties alleged to have 
been imposed by the Collector about two 
months ago on anumber of bales of carpet 
wool, or, as it is called in the Tariff act, third- 
class wool. Some of the wool was worth more 
than 13 cents a pound and some less. The act 
provides that a duty of 32 per cent ad valorem 
shall be imposed on third-class wool worth 
less than 13 cents, and 50 r cent on that 
worth more. 2 iggins & Co. paid 
32 per cent on some of the wool and 50 per 
cent on the rest. 

When the Appraiser examined the wool he 
claimed that it came under the head of 
** sorted ’’ wool, and doubled the duties already 
imposed to 64 per centand 100 per cent re- 
spectively. E. S. Higgins & Co. were obliged 
to pay an additional duty of $7,000 on the in- 
voice Value of thewool. The firm filed a pro- 
test with the Collector, claiming that the 
double-duty clause did not apply to 
third-class wool (on which the duty was 
ad valorem). but only to wool of the first and 
second classes (on which the duty was spe- 
cific); that the wool in question was not sorted 
within the meaning of the law, and that even 
if the sorting clause did apply the double 
duty should have u based upon the value 
of the wool in its unsorted state and not 
~ pe the greatly increased value which some 
of the sorted wooL,possessed. 
the double duty had been exacted by the 
Collector under instructions from the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, who, it is alleged, was 
influenced by the representations of Judge 
Lawrence, President of the Ohio Wool-Grow- 
ers’ Association. The importers also accuse 
Judge Lawrence and the wool-growers of a 
breach of faith toward the carpet-manufact- 
urers, because in the last hours of the session 
of Congress, when a general agreement was 
reached between the wool-growers and the 
carpet-manufacturers that the duty on car, et 
wool should be changed from ad valorem to 
-— it was also part of the agreement that 
the sorting or other * clause should not 
apply to carpet woo 

W. Wickham Smith appeared this morning 
as counsel for E. S. Higgins & Co. The Na- 
tional Association of Wool Manufacturers, 
which is in sympathy with E. 8. Higgins & 
Co., was represented by S. N. D. North, its 
Secretary. At this morning’s session the tes- 
timony of the government Appraiser, who ex- 
amined the wools in question, and that of 
John D. Wood, a member of the firm of E. S. 
Higgins & Co., was taken. Briefs are to be 
submitted.

INDIAN CATHOLIC MISSIONARIES PASS 
THE PIPE OF PEACE. 


Big Chief Morgan Sulks in His Wigwam 
and Refuses to Accept Any Explanation 
or Apology—Cardinal Gibbons Makes 
an Ineffectual Attempt to Patch Up the 
Breach Between the Commissioner and 
the Burean of Missions—Paying Off the 

| Bissetons ahd Wahpetons. 


Wasurnator, D. C., July 18.—Commissioner 
Morgan has received a letter from Father 
Chapelle, the Vice-President of the Bureau of 
Catholic Indian Missions, in reply to that 
sent by the Commissioner, giving notice that 
the Indian Office declines to enter into a fur- 
ther contract with the bureau for the educa- 
tion of Indian children. The letter shows 
that the officers of the bureau requested a per- 
sonal interview with the Commissioner upon 
the subject of the contents of the Commis- 
sioner’s letter, and that the Commissioner re- 
plied that he would receive a communication 
in writing from the bureau, but that he failea 
to see that anything could be accomplished 
by a personal interview. The letter 
then says in effect that the bureau 
expresses its deep regret, but its exceeding 
great astonishment that the head of any pub- 
lic office of the United States should decline 
to hold an official personal interview with per- 
sons having important public business to 
transact. 

The letter continues that each and every 
member of the bureau declares that he had no 
knowledge of any kind, relative to the news- 
paper article, reflecting on the Commissioner 
which the latter had said emanated from the 
bureau. The article, the letter says, was 
discussed by the bureau in the pres- 
ence of Mr. Gorman (an employé 
of the bureau and the person alleged to 
have inspired it) and theconclusion reached was 
that no member or employé of it has, as such 
member or employé, the mght to make such 
assaults upon the Indian office or upon any 
other public office. The latter declares that 
should any members of the bureau so far for- 
get themselves as to publicly criticise the gov- 
ernment, the bureau could not and should not 
be held officially responsible therefor, unless 
it officially indorsed such criticism. Mr. 
Gorman has resigned his position in the 
bureau, 


Harmonious Relations Recalled. 


The letter then calls the attention of the 
Commissioner to the previous harmonious re- 
lations always existing between the bureau 
and the Indian office, and adds this 1s the first 
instance in which the Commissioner has felt 
called upon to declare that friendly relations 
between his departinent and the bureau do not 
exist, that the bureau is of the .opinion that 
the causes alleged to exist by the Commis- 
sioner as the reasons for his intention to sever 
heretofore existing relations are chiefly if not 
entirely of a personal character on the part of 
the Commissioner, and that there does not 
exist any valid cause to substantially sever 
official relations. ' 

In conclusion the latter says the bureau 
respectfully submits to the Commissioner 
that the policy of Congress, as it understands 
the same to be from a careful study of its last 
Indian appropriation act, is in perfect har- 
mony with the objects of the creation of this 
bureau and its due organization under the 
laws of Congress—towit: to aid in perfecting 
a system of education among the Indians as 
heretofore duly — by that great 
soldier, pure patriot, and true friend of the 
Indian, and whose practical experience in 
Indian management was great, President 
Grant, when he established his celebrated 
peace policy, in which at his official invita- 
tion the friends and founders of this bureau 
have been zealous co-laborers for the twenty 
yeais last past. 


Cardinal Gibbons Expresses Himself. 

The Commissioner also received a letter 
dated Cape May, N. J., from Cardinal Gib- 
bons in which the latter expresses regret at 
the appearance of the newspaper article re- 
ferred to, as he says he is very much opposed 
to personal attacks of this character. The 
Cardinal continues: 


_1 am not acquainted with the author of the ar- 
ticle, who wasan employe of the Catholic bureau, 
but whose connection therewith is, I am advised, 
in deference to your wish, now ended. I regret 
the publication of this article all the more, since 
I understand that, prior to its appearance, an 
agreement had been reached whereby mutually 
friendly relations were apparently insu 
tween your oifice and the Catholic bureau—of 
which fact I learned with much satisfaction—and 
that following its appearance you had deemed it 
proper to announce a determination to completely 
sever the relations between your office and that 
bureau by declining to enter into contracts witb 
it for the education of Indian children. 

This, 1 submit, is a very grave step and one that 
I fear will be fraught with much embarrassment 
to all concerned in the work of educating our 
Indian wards and result in many complications 
and contentions that can be productive only of 
diseord and trouble. I am clearly of opinion that 
it will be a mistake to carry out your intentions, 
and therefore 1 trust that you will reconsider the 
matter and conclude to continue the relations 
heretofore existing between your office and the 
Catholic bureau. 

From the assurances given by the Catholic bu- 
reau I feel sure that 1 will not in the future 
regret having complied with this request. Its de- 
sire, as lam pl to note, is to do everything 
that is riglit and proper to bring about harmony, 
and for myself I will say that I will use my influ- 
ence to prevent any one connected with t bu- 
reau indulging in attacks upon you of a malevo- 
lent or personal character. I had a very pleas- 
ant and quite long talk withthe President yes- 
terday, but he did not allude to the matter. 


Morgan Continues Obdurate, 


The Commissioner sent another letter to 
Father Chappelle in answer to the latter’s 
letter above quoted, in which he says that he 
has given Father Chappelle’s letter serious 
consideration and sees no reason for any 
modification of his act. The Commissioner's 
letter says: 

Your assurance that the “efforts of your 
bureau in the future will de. as in the past they 
have ever been, to cordiatly codperate in har- 
mony in every proper manner with the Indian 
Office in its endeavors,” etc., is a little too sug- 
gestive and promises anything but friendly rela- 
tions. Allow me to say further that if 1 uad 
read Mr. Stephens’ offensive official letter of 
April 29, prior to the interview with you, t in- 


terview. notwithstanding my very sincere desire 


for friendly codperation with your bureau, would 
never have been sought, and that while that let- 
ter remains in the files of this office without 
apology and he remains officially connected with 
your bureau, any Official relations between it and 
this office will be by courtesy and not by right. 

J have already signed several contracts with 
the Catholic schools, which are apparently glad 
to enter into the new order of things. In closing, 
permit me to say that although I, of course, can- 
not be cognizant of how much you may have 
known personally of what has been going on in 

our bureau, that I find it difficult to believe, 
rom my brief and pleasant acquaintance with 
you, that you,could or would have sanctioned its 
spirit and methods. 


ONLY ASKED TO OBEY THE LAW. 


There Have Been No Unwarranted Eject- 
ments from the Chickasaw Nation. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., July 18.—Advices from the 
Chickasaw Nation say that members of the 
committee of prominent citizens of the nation 
who were recently appointed to ascertain the 
truth or falsity of the reports of wholesale 
ejectment by Indian authorities of white and 
of other citizens from the nation have con- 
cluded their observations and report that they 
saw nothing done either by the Indian 
militia or by United States Agent 
Bennett which was not wholly 
in accordance with the statements 
ot the substantial citizons and non-citizens of 
the section through which they passed. No 

rson has been sent out of the Territory who 
— shown the least inclination to obey the 
law, and no unnecessary hardship has been 
imposed upon anybody. The report widely 
circulated that two members of the commit- 
tee had been arrested and imprisoned was en- 
tirely false, and was the work of ** Boomers.”

Brown’s VALLEY, Minn., July 18.—Payments 
have been commenced to the 1,724 Sisseton 
and Wahpeton Iudians on the reservation west 
of here. Disbursing Agent Elrod by Friday 
night had made out checks amounting to 
about $10,000, and within a week the whole 
$370,000 will be distributed. This amount 
gives $213 to every individual, man, woman, 
and child. Some draw money only for them- 
selves, while one man draws for sixteen, a 
total of $8,433. The ave will be from four 
to eight ina family.

HARBOR IMPROVEMENTS RECOMMENDED 


Annual Reports of United States Engineers 
~—Other Marine News. 

The annual reports to the Secretary of War from 
the United States Engineers stationed on the great 
lakes show that substantial improvement was made 
in lake harbors. Maj. Amos Stickney, stationed at 
Buffalo, recommends that 2,000 feet of concrete 
superstructure of the breakwater be completed: that 
it be extended 450 feet, and a dock and storage 
ground be constructed. He will continue the work 
of cutting a channel through Strawberry Island and 
expects to have the smuller channel cut through the 
reef before the season closes. The piers at Dunkirz 
are reported to be. in wrete shape, and Maj. 
Stickney favors rebuliding 1,243 feet of the super- 
structure and 635 feet of the pier. At Erie he recom- 
mends that the north pier extended 75) feet and 
the south pier 1,00 feet. Additional repairs on ali 
the works are needed. 

Ma). Lewis C. Overman reports that $1.500,000 has 
been thus far expended in the construction of the 
harbor of refuge at Cleveland.and says the total 
cost will be kept inside of the estimate of $1,30),000. 
He urges the compietion of the parapet to prevent 
the pouring over into the harbor of a large volume 
of water during heavy 


ales, which raises the level 
of the water within the harbor to such an extent as 
to produce a strong current out of it at the entrance. 
For Fairport Maj. Overman recommends prompt 
and ample appropriations and says all projects for 
the harbor should contemplate not less than eighteen 
feet of water from the fake to the railr dock. 
The completion of the straight channel from the 
mouth of the Maumee River to * water in Lake 
Erie is recommended at Toledo. The increase in 
tonnage at that port for the year over its predeces- 
sor is 35 per cent. Seventeen feet of water should be

LIVED IN CHICAGO i IFTY YEARS, 


United States Commissioner Hoyne Will 
Celebrate the Anniversary Today. 

The black flag with the accompanying skull 
and cross-bones will today be hung out in 
kront of the Superior street residence of 
Philip Hoyne, the United States Commis- 
sioner. Iu this unique way will Mr. Hoyne 
celebrate the fiftieth anniversary of his arrival 
in Chicago. Just fifty years ago today, July 
19, 1841, Mr. Hoyne, then a lad of 16, set foot 
on the grassy banks of the then clear Chicago 
River. f 

„No, there won't be any big dinner or 
blowout to celebrate the event, said Mr. 
Hoyne yesterday, because there are none of 
my relatives in town. They have all gone 
away to the summer resorts, and just for re- 
venge I’ll turn pirate for a day and hang out 
the black flag.“ 

The reason Mr. Hoyne came to Chicago is a 
queer one. “I was employed in a printing 
office in Nassau street, New York,” he said, 
where all the big newspapers were then, 
my duties kept me on the street a good deal. 
Almost every time I went down the street I 
met Horace Greeley. Greeley was the worst 

man I ever saw and it made me feel 
mean every time I met him, I saw Greeley so 
often I got tired of meeting him and just de- 
cided to take his advice and go West. I had 
$7 when I started, and when I got to Albany 
on the boat I had $1 left and a little hair-cov- 
ered trunk. At the Erie Canal I struck a 
kind-hearted but profane boat Captain who 
gave me a ride on his boat. The water in the 
canal was low, the feeders having failed to 
supply enough water. We worried through 
the canal and finally got to the lakes, but the 
fourteenth day got around before we landed 
at Chicago. The vessel we came in was the 
steamship Illinois. When the vesse! got in 
there was a crowd there to meet her and I was 
guyed as a greenhorn. I didn’t have a cent, 
but finally got to my brother Tom's law office 
in a little rickety building on the ground 
where the Sherman House stands. I entered 
his office and studied law for a year and a half. 
But Chieago was the deadest town I ever saw. 
There wasn’t any money here, and what there 
was brought about 10 cents on the dollar. 
There were only 4.500 people here then. and 
they were fast leaving to go to Galena, where 
the lead mines had caused a boom, I fol- 
lowed the procession and dug for lead awhile, 
but never struck anything and came back to 
Chicago.“ 


MAY HOLD TOGETHER FOR YEARS. 


Chicago’s Postoffice Ruin Still Settling with 
Accustomed Kegularity. 

M. E. Bell, United States Superintendent of 
Construction, examined the Government 
Building yesterday morning and found addi- 
tional settling at the northwest end, but of so 
slight nature as not to warrant any special re- 
port upon the condition of the building. The 
examination was simply the daily inspection 
made by the Superintendent and was not or- 
dered by the authorities at Washington. Mr. 
Bell said there was no immediate danger of the 
building’s collapsing and the public need feel 
no apprehension on that score. He could not 
say that the building was absolutely safe, but 
from his examination thought it would endure 
for many years. The settling was due to an 
uneven distribution of weights on the founda- 
tion, and that would eventually necessitate the 
tearing down of the structure. 

The report that one of the iron pillars had 
split was untrue, and such a happening was 
almost an impossibility. 

It was rumored that the life and accident 
insurance companies had refused to take the 
risks on the denizens of the building. A visit 
to the prominent companies in Chicago failed 
to verify such report. The agents knew of 
no reason why they should make any such 
ruling. They certainly had not been ordered 
to do so, and would continue to write policies 
at the usual rate. 

Two of the doors in Rooms 50 and 51, occu- 
pied by the clerks of the Circuit Court, could 
not be opened yesterday because of the set- 
tlement of the building and the consequent 
weight thrown on the doors by the iron cross- 
pieces above. The doors had to be forced 
open and planed before they would work 

roperly. e eross- pieces over the doors in 

ooms 17, 77, and 71 have fallen out in the 
last three weeks from the same cause. 


COLWELL WANTS DAMAGES FROM NYE. 


Sequel to the Raid on Enright’s Saloon—

PLANS OF THE ECONOMIC. 


WHAT THE NEW GAS COMPANY PROM- 
ISES TO ACCOMPLISH, 


| George A. Yuille Says Between $500,000 


and $600,000 Will Be Expended in 1891 
and Seventy or Eighty Miles of Pipe to 
Be Laid—He Enters a Denial That the 
Organization Is a Sandbagging Con- 
cern—Intentions for the Future. 


By the time snow flies the Economic Gas 
company claims it will have laid between 
seventy-five and eighty miles of pipe in the 
thoroughfares of Chicago. At least that is 
what George A. Yuille, who has charge of the 
construction, said last evening. 

Mr. Yuille is also responsible for the state 
ment that the Economic Gas company means 
business and is not, as has been averred, a 
sandbagging concern, 

By the middle of November,” he said, 
“we will have expended between $500,000 and 
$600,000, and within a year we will be pre- 
pared to furnish gas to a large number of 
the residents and business houses on the 
South Side. 


7 A good many persons seem to think.“ con- 
tinued Mr. Yuille, “ that this is a sandbagging 
concern. But it is most emphatically not. It 
is a bona fide company and proposes to doa 
legitimate business in this city. There 
is plenty of room for this com- 
pany and the old ones, too. The 
city is extending its boundaries faster than 
the old companies can take care of it. There 
is a big cry for gas in the vicinity where I 
live, No. 240 Sixty-first street. I have seen the 
street-lainps go out time and again for lack 
of pressure. And if a person uses a gas-stove 


he can’t cook supper and have light at the 
game time. 


The Company's Plaus. 

„But as to the present plans for the Eco- 
nomic Gas company. We will send shipping 
orders for pipes tomorrow morning. We have 
bought mostof the pipe in Kentucky. We 
have notas yet definitely determined where 
we will begin work. I can say this, however, 
that it will be below Twenty-second street, 
and by November we‘will be as far north 
as Van Buren street. We will mot cross the 
river either north or west this season. We will 
probably do so next season, but I cannot say 
when or where we will tunnel the river, 

As to the location of our plants, nothi 
has been decided on. Itis a matter we sti 
have under consideration. We have the right 
to supply the whole city and will distribute 
our plants and connect them with the feeders 
at the most practicable points. Each of the old 
companies holds the right tojfurnish gas to the 

eople of a certain district. The Chicago Gas- 
ight and Coke company supplies the North 
and South Sides from Fullerton avenue to 
Thirty-ninth street. The Consumers’ and 
Equitable companies have some of the streets 
in this territory. The People’s company only 
supplies the West Side; the Suburban com- 
any, Lake View; the Hyde Park company, 
yde Park, and so.on. These companies have 
not the facilities for supplying the people of 
Chicago with gas, and during the next few 
years the demand will be much greater than 
it now is. 

I think I am safe in saymg that before 
cold weather comes every foot of the seventy- 
five or eighty miles of pipe we have contracted 
for will be underground and out of the way. 
We have two years and a half in which to fur- 
nish gas, but we will be prepared to do it with- 
ma year. Our expenditures this year alone 
will amount to between $500,000 and $600,000, 
as I Said. If we were a sandbagging company 
it is hardly probable that we would go to all 
this expense.“

The Story About O’Brien, 

Taz Tarnuxn's correspondent at Cork took 
pains to investigate the story about O’Brien, 
which beeame current gossip in political cir- 
cles in Dublin and also discussed in the lobby 
of the House of Commons, and which even got 
into some provincial newspapers without men- 
tioning any names.

In substance, this story was that O’Brien

they separated soon afterwards, O’Brien mak- 
ing her a n:onthly allowance to live upon; that 
in due time she disappeared; that he 
never heard of her again, and that he sup- 
posed that she had died some years 
ago before he married Miss Raffal- 
ovitch.

So far as the facts can be learned, pend- 
mg O’Brien’s release, they are that twenty-three 
years ago he did have some love affair with a 
young actress in Cork; that he wanted to 
marry her, but that when the priest objected 
to perform the ceremony she refused to go to 
the registry office; that they separated; that 
the woman is now married, and is living in 
London under the name of Mrs. Harcourt, and 
she never was married to O’Brien. 
Discussing Salisbury’s Speech. 
Salisbury’s speech at the United Club ban- 
quet is very much discussed.

A conference of vast importance to the com- 
merce of Great Britain and to the Continent 
of Europe will be opened at Brussels in Octo- 
ber next. Ithas been originated by the Bel- 
gian Government, and England, rmany, 
rance, Italy, Russia, Norway, Switzerland, 
and Roumania will each send delegates to dis- 
cuss propusals to establish an international 
system ot railway transportation of pas- 
sengers and goods at a unitorm tariff by each 
of the operating countries.

O’Brien May Have to Leave Parliament. 


As soon as Mr. William O’Brien comes out 
of jail on the expiration of his term of impris- 
onment steps will be taken by Lord Salisbury 
to recover the tosts in the cases for libel that 
he recently won against the distinguished 
editor. Mr. O’Brien is quite unabie to defray 
the same, and bankruptcy will therefore be 
inevitable. If, however, he can effect a set- 
tlement with his creditors within the next six 
months he need not vacate his seat in the 
House of Commons, but failing that he will 
be compelled to retire from Parliament. 

Big Railway Wreck Caused by a Boy. 

A terrible accident occurred this morning 
along the line of the Manchester ship canal. 
A train passing along the railroad running 
near the canal fell over the latter's embank- 
ment near Liverpool, killing eleven men, who 
were working under the heading. In addition 
to the men killed many other workmen were 
in jured. 

The aceident was due to the fact that the 
pointsman, a boy 17 years of age. mistook the 
points and turned a railroad train, consisting 
of twenty-two wagons loaded with ballast, in- 
to a siding leading intoa cutting. The train 
then crashed into a slight buffer at the end of 
the cutting and toppled over upon the men at 
work below theembankment. The bodies of 
the men killed were horribly mutilated. The 
boy pointsman ran away when he saw the ac- 


cident, which was due to his mistake. The 


lad was captured later in the and was 
charged with manslaughter. 
De Freycinet Wanted to Resign. 

The French Chamber of Deputies today 
approved the remaining clauses of the tariff 
relating to the temporary free admission of 
certain imports. e entire new tariff meas- 
ure was then passed by a vote of 887 to 110. 
The Chamber then rejected the proposal made 
by M. de Freycinet, President of the Council 
and Minister of War, to grant $120,000 to the 
Ecole Polytechuique. 

As a result the session of the Chamber was 
suspended and a Cabinet council was sum- 
moned to consider the situation. The mem- 
bers of the Council persuaded M. de Freycinet 
to tender his resignation. The Cabinet Min- 
isters represented to M. de Freycinet that the 
rejection by the Chamber of Deputies of the 
credit asked for in his capacity as Minister of 
War for the Ecole Polytechnique did not im- 

ly a want of confidence in the government.

The Iliness of the Pope. 


Rome was no less startled than the rest of 
the world 9 learn yesterday that his Holin 
Pope Leo XIII., had Thursday been seized 
with a serious illness. The announcement of 
the fact, late as it wag came unaccompanied 
bg any particulars as to the nature of the mal- 
ady which had so suddenly and apparently so 
completely prostrated the holy father. 
All that i ##known is the fact 
that the illness of the aged Pontiff 
was of such a nature as to cause a panic in the 
Vatican and the sending in hot haste for Dr. 
Cacearelli, the distinguished Italian specialist. 
The doctor, when asked the cundition of the 
Pope, said that be was now better. He avoid- 
ed further questioning by saying that any in- 
formation regarding the health of the Pope to 
which the public was entitled would be given 
in the form of bulletins. The question 
whether the Papal health was so serious as to 
suggest the possibility of the early appearance 
of a bulletin elicited nothing more than a 
faint smile and gentle shrug of the shoulders. 

The officers of the Italian Government, who 
naturally take an extremely lively interest in 
the matter, were quite willing to talk, but un- 
fortunately knew no more of the matter than 
did others not near to the sacred person of 
Leo XIII. It is recalled that on the occasion 
of the explosion of the powder magazine at 
Pezzo Pantaleo, which, April 28, convulsed 
Rome from center to circumference, the Pope, 
who was at the time celebrating low mass, re- 
ceived a shock which flung him into the arms 
of his attendant. Although it was reported a 
few days after the accident that the holy 
father had recovered from its effect there are 
many who believed then as now that the in- 
jury done to the nervous system of so old and 
feeble a man as Leo XIII. could not fail to 
have serious if not fatal consequences. 

In Aid of Suffering Kussiauns, 


The Rural Assembly of the Province of 
Kazaa, Russia, where the suffering is most 
acute, has decided to apply to the government 
for a loan of 5,000 rubles. The Rural Assem- 
bly will also ask for a delay in the collection 
of the peasant tax and will request that the 
manufacture of brandy from corn be pro- 
hibited and that the brandy shops be closed 
for a year. A general appeal for funds to 
assist the suffering people has also been is- 
sued. 7

Collepse of a Bank. 

The English Bank of the River Plate (lim- 
ited), whose offices are at No. 15 Sv. Swith- 
ins’ Lane, this city, and of which Mr. A. E. 
Smithers is Managing Director, has suspend- 
ed payment in consequence of the failure of 
the bank to secure assistance that was expect- 
ed to be received to enable the bank to tide 
over its troubles. The aifficulties of the bank 
are due to the locking up of South American 
securities. ; . 

The capital of the bank is $7,500,000, one- 
half of which is paid in. The other half of 
the capital is only applicable in the 
event of the bank’s liquidation, and can- 
not be applied to the purposes of 
business. The institution has a reserve 
ot $2,100,000. During the last three years the 
bank has paid a yearly dividend of 10 per 
cent. The difficulty in which the bank now 
finds itself arose from the impossibility of 
collecting debts due it in the Argentine Re- 
public in consequence of the moratorium, a 
decree recently issued by the Argentine Re- 
public. Among the directors of the bank are 
the Hon. Carr Glynn and Lord George Ham- 
ilton. 

The directors of the bank have issued an 
official statement announcing that the bank 
will go into liquidation, owing to the impossi- 
bility of collecting its debts in the Argentine 
Republic. The directors say that they find it 
impossible to carry on the business without 
assistance, which, in the present financial con-

Lonvon, July 18.—From every one of the 
chief towns of interest throughout Switzer- 
land the same story is heard: The list of 
American visitors far exceeds any previous 
record. 

At Lucerne, under the shadow of the fa- 
mous lion, a large number of Americans may 
be seen, so that a walk along any of the 
principal streets will reveal nearly if not quite 
as many familiar faces as may be observed in 
Paris, the paradise of all Americans. 
One of the most satisfactory subjects of con- 
versation to our countrymen at present is the 
the project for the American church, which 
owes its inception to our Consul, Mr. Ernest 
Williams, who was ably seconded by the 
Americans resident, and which will shortly be 
realized. Forty thousand frances have already 
been raised, but 10,000 more is needed in 
order to complete the share which 
the committee promised to contribute. 
The original scheme was to build 
a small edifice capable of seating 
from 200 to 300 people to be devoted specially 
to the use of visitors from the United. States. 
Acting on the advice of Bishop Doane, how- 
ever, the committee decided to abandon this 
idea and join the old Catholic congregation in 
the project to erect a larger church capable of 
holding about 600. For many years the old 
Catholics have been engaged in a quarrel with 
the stronger orthodox Catholics of Lucerne 
for the purpose of obtaining possession of the 
Maria Hill Church. The case was carried 
from the Cantonal Council to the Federal As- 
sembly, but they lost, and as their creed dif- 
fers only slightly from that of their oppo- 
nents, except upon the doctrine of trans- 
substantiation, they have decided to join the 
American committee. As the total cost of the 
church will be 200,000 francs, and when com- 
pleted i is to be a handsome building, the 
Americans have certainly got the best of the 
bargain. The architecture will be in the 
Roman style and there will be a separate ves- 
try for the use of the American chaplain. The 
site selected for the edifice is just under the 
old wall of the city and behind the American 
Consulate. 

Strange Family of Dwarfs. ° 

The famous African explorer, Henry M. 
Stanley, is now stopping at Murren. If he 
goes to the Engardine again he will have a 
chance to examine a family of dwarfs who are 
just as small and ugly as the race of pigmies 
found in Africa. These come m Sannaun 
and are now being exhibi t Chur, in the 
Canton of Grisons. The family consists of a 
brother, his two sisters, and two cousins, 
making a total of five, of whom Susanna, a 
brunette of 19 summers, measures one meter 
high and weighs nineteen kilos. Julius, who 
is 18, is only eighty-eight centimeters in height 
and turns the scale at twelve kilos. The ier 
three are 16 years old and weigh eleven kilos 
each. They are well formed and intelligent 
little bodies in spite of their unprepossessing 
facial appearance. 

Have Stanley and Wife Separated? 

The suggestion of the dwarfs and the associ- 
ation they bring up of the name of Henry M. 
Stanley call to mind a rumor which seems to 
come from a reliable source that the famous 
traveler and his wife, formerly Miss Dorothy 
Tennant, have separated. He left London 
about a fortnight ago and after going to Paris 
came here. He proposes to extend his trip as 
far as Australia, where he will remain several 
months. As it has been already announced 
that his wife would not accompany him, but 
would stay in London, it is probable that they 
desire to attract as little attention as possible 
to their separation. The cause of this is said 
to be due to the positive nature of both hus- 
band and wife, which, owing to the many 
years they lived alone, renders it difficult for 
them to conform to the peculiar views of each 
other.

A proprietary club here means 
a club run by a single individual for hs own 
profit, and the members pay a fixed subscrip- 
tion yearly, but incur no further liabilities 
and all the profits go into the pocket of the 
3 Singularly enough, these un- 
icensed clubs are among the oldest and most 
fashionable in the metropolis. Brooks’ 
White’s, Doodle’s, Pratt’s, the Grafton, and 
the Orleans are all proprietary, not to mention 
the Badminton, the Grosvenor, the Lyric, the 
Meistersinger’s, the Coaching, and many others 
which will now have to respect these instruc- 
tors. 

Thousands of pounds are today ifivested in 
proprietary clubs, and if the law be really 
what a late decision states it to be the pro- 
prietors or proprietor are in for a bad time,

cial Success Assured, as All the Tickets 
Have Been Sold.

Lonpon, J uly 18.—Bayreuth, the German 
Olympia, is as crowded with music lovers 
from all parts of the world as it was in 1876 
and 1882, when the Nibelung Trilogy ” and 
Parsifal“ were first produced under Wagner’s 
personal supervision. The hotels hold only a 
small portion of the visitors and most of the 
householders have placed a room or two at 
their disposal during the four weeks of the 
festival as at Oberammergau last year. Both 
of these festival towns for religious and 
musical pilgrims are in Bavaria, but while 
Oberammergau has its festival only once in 
ten years Bayreuth has one every two years 
on the average. The first was in 1876, and this 
year’s festival, which begins tomorrow, is the 
seventh. The works produced here so far 
are the four parts of the “ Nibelungs,”’ 
Parsifal, “Tristan,” and “The Meister- 
singer.“ The novelty this year will be 
Tannhäuser in the Paris version. 

The first festival was not a financial success, 
for the expenses of building a special theater 
on a new plan and of painting the scenery for 
four new operas were so enormous that even 
the $75,000 charged for tickets for the Trilogy 
did not suffice to cover them, and the deficit 
was made up partly by the King of Bavaria 
and partly by Wagner from the receipts of the 
Nibelung operas which he had intended t> re- 
serve for Bayreuth, but now felt compelled to 
cede to operatic managers for pecuniary rea- 
sons. Parsifal in 1882 was produced under 
more favorable circumstances, and has ever 
since been reserved for Bayreuth alone. 

What a Woman Has Done. 

When Wagner died the widow Cosima took 
charge ot affairs, and proved herself truly the 
daughter of the greatest pianist the world has 
ever seen and the wife of the greatest dra- 
matic composer able to give hints to the first 
singers conductors. Under her energetic 
direction the festivais have prospered mare 
and more, and last year the profits were $60,- 
000 over expenses, alt h the tickets were 
only $5. is year the financial success is 
more remarkable still. Every ticket for the 
twenty performances, running from July 19 
to the middle of next month, was suld a week 
ago, the gross receipts amounting to a total of 
$140,000. Five-dollar tickets are now selling 
at from $15 to $25. Hundreds of people who 
come from abroad, some from great distances, 
unprovided with tickets or the means to pro- 
cure them, will be disappointed, for they will 
be unable to get inside the theater during the 
entire festival, As a consolation for these un- 
fortunates another festival is promised for 
next year, but it will be prudent even then to 
order tickets six months in advance. 

The expenditures for the festival of this year 
have been on a scale worthy of the generous 
receipts. Over half a million marks have 
been spent on the new electric stage apparatus, 
which is far in advance of anything of the 
kind in any theater in the world. Growing 
out of this system a chain of electric lights 
has been established from the theater to the 
town, controlled by buttons behind the scenes, 
80 that the whole way is brilliantly illuminated 
during the performance. The chief expense 
nas been lavished on the scenery of **Tann- 
häuser, which, as much as bas done in 
this direction before, German artists pro- 
nounce marvelvuus.,

häuser comes the famous hunting scene. To 
enhance its realism Duke Max Emanuel of 
Bavaria has lent to the management four of 
the finest horses in his stables and ten grace- 
ful hounds. They are housed im a separate 
building and as carefully trained and ro- 
hearsed in their duties as any member of the 
company. The ballet is to be the novelty for 
Bayreuth. Hitherto this feature of the spec- 
tacle has not been conspicuous. This year 
everything has been done to make it a suc- 
cess. The dancers have been drawn from the 
Berlin and Italian theaters and have been con- 
stantly practicing under the direction of Mme. 
Zucchi of Milan. For the three who 
are to preside over the revels in the Venus 
grotto in Tannhäuser,“ three of the most beau- 
tiful girls on the Italian stage have been en- 


5 most distinguished singers in all parts 
of Germany have offered their services. 
Among those selected are Mesdames Materna 
and Staudigl, well-known in the United States, 
and Malteu and Zucher, at the top of their 
profession as Wagnerian artists; Max Alvary, 
the New York favorite; Vandyke, the rising 
tenor star of Europe; Reichmann, fresh from 
his triumphs at the Metropolitan Opera 
House; Winkelmann, whom New Yorkers 
have not forgotten, and Scheidelmontel and 
Plank, tried heroes of the Wagner opera.

Her labors are incessant, 
she presides over every department and is 
present at all rehearsals, which are going on 
today with as much vigor as at any time since 
they began. What is done in the theatre no- 
y but the company knows. The doors are 
locked and no one not engaged in the theatre 
is admitted. 
Thousands of Visitors Arriving. * 
Visitors are beginning to flock into Bay- 
reuth in large numbers. Nearly half of those 
already arrived are American or English. In 
anticipation of the influx of foreigners the 
official Bayreuth Guide-Book is now published 
in English and French as well as in German. 
Besides visitors from abroad the country peo- 
ple are coming in by thousands to enjoy the 
festival, although they may nev atch a 
glimpse of the play or hear a note of the 
music. It is estimated that the strangers wiil 
by tomorrow night number 25,000, which will 
double the population of the town, . The dec. 
orations are profuse; the strects are spanned 
with arches, and the inhabitants delighted 
with the anticipated success of the festival, 
which is expected to bring at least a million 
marks to them during the month of its ex- 
iatence. Not the least of the triumphs of 
Wagner’s genius wasto have brought this 
sleepy old town to life again.

Waiting for the Pennsylvania Supreme

u- Gov. Stone of Iowa, Who Nominated the 


Martyr President in the Baltimore Con- 
vention, Tells His Story—Butler, Holt, 
Dix, Dickinson, Tremain, and Johnson 
Were Suggested by the Executive—How 
Simon Cameron’s Scheme to Secure the 
Selection of Hamlin Was Defeated. 
Wasninaton, D. C., July 18.—[Special.]— 
One of President Lincoln’s trusted war Gov- 
ernors was William M. Stone of Iowa. An 
inal supporter of Lincoln in 1860, he had 
enjoyed the President’s personal confidence in 


high degree. It is a good many years since 


Gov. Stone ceased to be the Chief Executive 
‘of the Hawkeye State, but he has lost none of 
his interest in public affairs and is now serv. 
as Assistant Commissioner of the Govern- 
ment Land Office. Western political veterans 
remember his work for Lincoln, but few prob- 
ably recall that he took an active part in in- 
fvencing the Iowa delegation for Andrew 
Johnson and actively seconded Johnson’s 
nomination for Vice-President. 
Gov. Stone knows as muvh as any man living 
about the inner workings of the Baltimore 
convention. : | 
This afternoon he told the story of his per- 
sonal knowledge modestly enough when 
sought out and pressed for his recollections of 


- the Hamlin-Johnson incident and the circum- 


‘stances leading to it. What he had to say was 
not with a view to taking sides in the pending 
controversy, but to give a plain narrative of 


facts as he had seen and understood them. 


His testimony is pretty conclusive that it was 
President Lincoln’s profound conviction that 
the safety of the Union demanded the nomi- 
nation of a war Democrat for Vice-President. 
As to the individual or the section from which 
he should come, President Lincoln perhaps 
left a less marked impression on 
Gor. Stone than on others with 
whom he may have consulted. The list 
of names suggested by the President as avail- 
able for Vice-President will be found of deep 
historie interest. So also will the hitherto un- 
written chapter about the foresight of Lincoln 
in forestalling the scheme of the Maryland 
Republicans to get a resolution adopted against 
keeping Montgomery Blair in the Cabinet. 

ually interesting is the story Gov. Stone 
tells of the shrewd and characteristic move of 
Simon Cameron to secure the renomination 
of Hamlin by coupling it with Lincoln. This 
exciting episode and the way the defeat of the 
Cameron scheme was brought about have been 
entirely overlooked in the recent discussions 
of the Baltimore convention; but let Gov. 
Stone tell his own graphic story. 

Stone’s Visit to Lincoln. 


„My first term as Governor of Iowa,“ he 
said, “embraced the last half of the civil war. 
My official duties required me to make fre- 
quent visits to Washington for consultation 
with President Lincoln and Secretary Stan- 
ton upon military matters, such as filling 

uotas of my State under the different calls 
ae troops, the organization of volunteer 
regiments, their points of destination when 
organized, the reimbursements demanded by 
the State ior money expended in quarterigg, 
subsisting, paying, and transporting — 
the — etc. That business called ine to the 
Nati Capital as often as once a 
month. These visits would generally 

ocuupy one week each, during which time J 
would see either the President or Secretary of 
War, or both every day. These frequent vis- 
its and the conversations resulting from them, 
served to make me well acquainted with these 
tlemen, and to establish somewhat con- 
tial relations between us. Political ‘top-

After 
the introductions had been gone through with, 
the President indulging in a free-and-easy 
hat all around, we commenced each one to 
bid him good-by, when one of our number 
said tohim: ‘Mr. President, we intend to 
Dominate you tomorrow for another term.’ 
To this Mr. Lincoln, making a modest bow 
said: ‘Gentlemen, that is a matter in regard 
towhich I do not deem it proper for me to 
make any suggestions. I think the repre- 
sentatives of the people will know better than 
I what to do.’ was in the rear as the party 
Was passing out, and before I reached the 
door the President plucked me on the 
shoulder, saying: Stone, please tarry a 
moment, I wish to speak with you.’ 
Obeying his wish I remained, and when left 
by ourselves the President proceeded to say 
that word had reached him that the Maryland 
delegation, headed by Mr. Bond, now Judge 
of the Federal Circuit, would endeavor to 
have incorporated into the platform a resolu- 
tion explicitly demanding the retirement of 
Montgomery Blair from the Cabinet. It will 
be remembered by those who were old enough 
to have understood the antagonisms of those 
times that the Blairs, Montgomery and his 
brother Frank, one being in the Cabinet and 
the other in Congress, had, by their factious 
opposition to Secretary Chase and their con- 
duct in some other matters, considerably em- 
barrassed the President and disturbed tneShar- 
mony of his administration. 
Fighting Against the Blairs. 

“ These things had greatly incensed the Mary- 
land Republicans against them, and they were 
determined to have the Cabinet so recast that 
Montgomery Blair would be left out. In 


other words they were willing to indorse the.

head resting pene his hand for some time, 
perhaps for a minute, before speaking. 
Lincola Was Willing to Retire. 


„Now,“ said Gov. Stone, I wish it dis- 
tinetly understood that in none of this con- 
versation, which lasted nearly half an hour, 
do I undertake or pretend to repeat the 
exact language of President Lincoln. When 
you consider that more than twenty-seven 
years have passed away since the conversation 


occurred, and that I have had no special rea- 


son for recalling it until now, you will readily 
perceive how impossible it is for me to re- 
produce his exact words. I pretend to give 
you only the substance of what was said, 
which I think lam doing with approximate 
accuracy, and the impressions 1 received at 
the time, which are clearly and firmly fixed in 


my mind. The President finally said: 

I perceive the force of your suggestion. There 
is politics in this groat struggle as well as batties 
and bullets. If the Republican party should fail 
and if — 5 a‘iversaries prevail against 
us all would be lost. A disgraceful peace would 
follow and thé money and blood expended for the 
restoration of the Union will have been in vain. 
I cannot contemplate the possibility of Demo- 
cratic success in the coming election without re- 
gard) it as the most disastrous event that could 

ibly befall the country. All depends upon 
publican success in November. That will be 
the most important event of the war. In view of 
this is it not essential that the Republican party 
be strengthened at every point possible? Gather 
into its ranks all the additional elements of 
strength we can discover. Endeavor to render our 
success certain. Individuals are nothing except 
as factors in this mighty struggle. If any man 
can be found who will command more votes than 
I he ought to be selected as the candidate. So 1 
would say as to the Vice-Presidency, nominate the 
man who it is thought will add the greatest 
strength to the ticket. 

“* I asked him who in his opinion would be 
the most available candidate. Without di- 
rectly answering my question he proceeded to 
say that it might be deemed advisable to se- 
lect some prominent Union Democrat in order 
to encourage that sentiment throughout the 
couse? and satisfy Southern men that the 
Republican party was not acting altogether 
upon strict party lines, but was willing to co- 
operate with any set of men who desired to 
assist in saving the Union. 

le further said that the loyal element in 
the Democratic party had rendered us great 
assistance in their unselfish devotion to the 
Union, and it was but just that they should be 
recognized. He then in about the followi 
order proceeded to name Gen. B. F. Butler o 
Massachusetts, Joseph Holt of Kertucky 
Gen. John A. Dix, Daniel S. Dickinson, an 
Lyman Tremaine of New York, and Andrew 
Johnson of Tennessee, and some others 
of lesser note that I am not now able to recall, 
stating that these men were entitled to recog- 
nition, and that by selecting from men of that 
class we would thereby dem onstate the liber- 
ality of the Republican party, encourage re- 
cruits from the opposition, and strengthen the 
cause of the Union. In short, on the highest 
ground of expediency he thought it would be 
wise to select some so-called Union Democrat 
for Vice-President.

Had Nothing Against Hamlin. 


„Governor, did President Lincoln say any- 
thing against the renomination of Vice-Presi- 
dent Hamlin?” 

He certainly did not, otherwise than by 
expressing his preference for some Union 
Democrat, as stated. Mr. Hamlin’s name 
was not mentioned. No, he did not intimate 
any preference, and I got the impression that 
he would be satisfied with any one of the gen- 
tlemen named. But had I been asked what I 
thought about his preferences I would have 
said they were in order as named above, 
beginning with Gen. Butler andsoon. No, 
he did not intimate to me any desire for An- 
drew Johnson’s nomination, nor have I ever 
been under the impression that Mr. Lincoln 
personally desired it. With his proverbial 
modesty and instructive caution he avoided 
any expression calculated to indicate any per. 
sonal preference of his own for fear it might 
influence my action in the .matter. He un- 
doubtedly thought it better for the conven- 
tion in the exercise of its free judgment to se- 
lect the candidate. 

„J have read what Col. A. K. McClure of 
Philadeiphia has said as to his interview with 
Lincoln that same day, and think it must 
have taken place later in the day and after I 
left the White House. Col. McClure and my- 
self were acauainted in those days, we having 
met as delegates in the convention of 1800. 
Had I met him in passing through the ante. 
room or outside, I should undoubtedly have 
recognized him.“ 

„What followed your talk with Lincoln?“ 

„After leaving the President | took the first 
train for Baltimore, reaching there about 5 
o’clock in the afternoon. I had decided to sup- 
port some Union Democrat for Vice-President, 
and wentto Baltimore firmly fixed in my deter- 
mipation, not only because | thought it would 
be good politics but because I desired to 
please Mr. Lincoln. I had not yet fixed upon 
the man I would vote for. I was and had 
been for some time strongly iuclined to Mr. 
Johnson for the Vice-Presidency, having ad- 
mired his courage in denouncing traitors in 
the Senate and his vehement utterances dur- 
ing the war. Upen my arrival in Baltimore 
J fell in with Parson Brownlow, Horace May- 
nard, Emerson Etheridge, Roderick R. Butler 
and other delegates from Tennessee, and 
others who were proselyting for recruits to 
the Johnson boom they had started. I lis- 
tened to their arguments in favor of Mr. 
Johnson and the reasons they advanced for 
his nomination.” 


Iowa Was for Johnson, 


„Did they confirm your views?“ 

“Yes. Io me their reasons were convinc- 
ing and I soon became a full-fledged advocate 
t his nomination. From that time forward I 
consulted and acted with the Tennessee dele- 
gation in laying plans, etc. It was obvious 
that New York was virtually out of the fight 
and being divided between their own three 
prominent candidates they could not hope for 
success. New England generally was for 
Hamlin, and so was Ohio, Pennsylvania, and 
Illinois. I had got the lowa delegation unan- 
imous for Johnson and I ascertained that he 
would be the second choice of many others. I 
determined tosecure his nomination if pos- 
sible. But being appointed a member 
of the committee on resolutions on the first 
day of the convention I was caged up with 
them in the hotel where we met until the last 
hours of the convention. I should have said 
it was agreed that Horace Maynard should 
nominate Mr. Johnson with a speech, and I 
was to second the nomination also witha 
speech. I went to work thinking one out 
which I was sure would be the one big speech 
of my life. As was anticipated the committee 
was confronted with the disagreeable fight 
against Montgomery Blair, precipitated by 
Judge Bond, the Maryland member of the 
committee, and some others who sympathized 
with him. Judge Bond was determined to 
secure a resolution demanding a recast of 
the Cabinet that would leave Mr. 
Blair out, just as Mr. 
advised would be attempted. Upon this sub- 
ject the committee was much divided. Vari- 
ous propositions were submitted but, none of 
them were adopted. This unpleasant contro- 
versy lasted during the first day and evening and 
until late in the forenoon of the second day, when 
finally I. picked up a newspaper and wrote 
with a pencil upon the margin of it what I 
thought was a fair compromise for the dif- 
ficuity. I showed this draft to Mr. Ferry, the 
Illinois member of thé committee, who is 
now Governor of the State of Washington. 
He heartily approved of it. I then handed it to 
Henry J. Raymond, Chairman, who had it 
read to the committee, when it was at once 
unanimously adopted and the long agony was 
over. This draft constitutes the sixth section 
of the platform adopted by the convention. 1

ved that no one would vote against it for fear 
of being placed in antagonism with him. In 
that way they hoped to secure the nomination 
of Hamlin for Viee-President, although a large 
majority of the convention might be opposed 
to it. It was obvious to all that if the Cam- 
eron resolution wentto a vote it would be 
adopted. Silence prevailed for nearly a min- 
ute. No one seemed to know just what to do. 
Clearly one of two thi should be done at 
once. A motion to divide the question, so as 
to bring the vote on Lincoln and on 
Hamlin separately, or a motion to lay the 
resolu on the table. But no move was 
made. I looked for some of the Tennessee 
delegation to take the floor and submit the 
proper motion, but they were all as dumb as 
oysters. I thought also that some of the 
friends of the candidates would come to the 
rescue. But they appeared to be smitten with 
dumbness, and no one eise knew what to do 
and regarded the emergency as an critical 
one. I jumped upon my seat, near the rear of 
the hall (being in what was called the Front 
Street Theater), and moved to lay the resolu- 
tion offered by the gentleman from Pennsyl- 
vania on thetable. I believed this motion 
would carry if all the friends of our candi- 
dates for Vice-President would rally to its 
support, and I believed they would. The co- 
adjutors of Gen. Cameron evidently took the 
same view of the situation. So the grand 
struggle commenced. The blood of the con- 
vention soon rose to fever heat. 

My old friend Thaddeus Stevens immedi- 
diately came to the aid of his venerable col- 
league, denouncing my motion as a stab at 
resident Lincoln, and proceeded to say a kind 
word for Vice-President Hamlin. The appeal 
on behalf of Lincoln was well calculated to 
mislead the delegates as to the object of my 
motion. Following Mr. Stevens were several 
other gentlemen who argued against the 
motion in the same strain, construing it to be 
in opposition to Mr. Lincoln and combating 
my motion on that line of argument. Among 
those who so urgued was Columbus Delano of 
Ohio, an eloquent gentleman. They fairly 
roasted me for my alleged audacity. The up- 
roar was tremendous. All the time I stood at 
full height on my seat waiting for the storm 
to subside a little that I might explain my 
purpose. It took sometime, as there were 
mauy of them. 

Made Good Use of His Lungs. 

I made several efforts to be heard above 
the din and babel of voices, but failed. No 
one came te my aid. Finally I concluded it 
was a matter of noise or lung powerand deter- 
mined to try my hand with them. I had been 
drilling the Iowa troops in the field for two 
months. My voice had never yet failed to 
serve me when I reauired its aid. It did not 
on this occasion, and when the plotters saw I 
could be plainly heard above all the noise 
they could make they called me to order, be- 
cause a motion to lay upon the table was not 
debatable, evidently forgetting that for some 
time they had been violating this parliament- 
ary rule. 

* Ex-Gov. Denison of Ohio was President 
of the convention and evidently in the scheme 
with Cameron and determined to help them 
silence me. He said from the chair: The 
gentleman from Iowa is out of order and will 
take his seat.’ 1 was still standing and im- 
mediately replied: Mr. President, the gentle- 
man from lowa is not out of order and he 
will not take his seat. At this juncture Gen. 
James H. Lane of Kansas rose to his feet in 
the opposite end of the hall from me and in 
language more emphatic than elegant called 
out: Stone. stick to it. By G—d, Kansas 
will stand by you.’ Similar assurances 
came from others. Having secured at- 
tention I proceeded to state that Abra- 
ham Lincoln had no better friend 
in the convention than myself; that it was in 
his interest that I made the motion; that in 
view of the fact that friends of other promi- 
nent and worthy candidates for Vice-President 
desired the privilege of trying their strength 
I thought it but right that they be given a 
show; that the friends of Mr. Hamlin should 
be conteat to take their chances with the 
others. I then gave my reasons for desiring 
the nomination of a Union Democrat and con- 
cluded my remarks by demanding a direct 
vote upon the motion. The motion was then 
submitted and was carried by a vote practi- 
cally unanimous. I then, still holding the 
floor, moved that Abraham Lincoln be de- 
ciared the nominee of the convention by ac- 
clamation, which of course was adopted with- 
out a dissenting voice.“ 4 

** How, then, did Johnson come to be named 
for Vice-President? 

Nomination of the Vice-President. 

„We at once proceeded to ballot for Vice- 
President. Mr. Maynard put Johnson in 
nomination by au eloquent speech. I did not 
follow him, as had been agreed upon, as I had 
already occupied all the time of the conven- 
tion 1 thought proper, so the speech I had 
thought over and took so much pride in was 
never delivered. I made up for it, however, 
in hustling around among the delegates urg- 
ing them to vote for my man. Mr. Johnson 
was nominated on the second ballot. Thus 
ended the*great struggle. 

“TI relate these occurrences,” continued 
Gov. Stone, so minutely in order to corrob- 
orate my statement that the President de- 
sired the nomination of a Union Democrat for 
Vice-President. In what I did in that direc- 
tion 1 felt sure I was acting in pursuance of 
the wishes he had but a few hours before ex- 
pressed to me. I did not care especially for 
Andrew Johnson except for his supposed 
ability. I had never seen him up to that 
time and felt no personal interest in him, and 
I supported him, not because I thought Mr. 
Lincoln wanted him, but because he was a 
prominent Union Democrat and therefore 
came within the category named by the 
President. I was left entirely free to 
support the man of my own choice, 
but would not have voted for Johnson 
had I not believed his nomination would be 
acceptable to Mr. Lincoln. In all that I did 


1 fully believed that I was acting in accord- 


ance with his wisbes, and for that reason made 
the fight I did. I am stall positive of that 
opinion. No, I do not think Mr. Lincoln ex- 
pressly desired the nomination of Johnson. I 
think he would have preferred Gen. Butler or 
any one of several others. I have never 
thought that Johnson filled the measure of 
Lincoln’s admiration. I feel sure he never 
had implicit confidence in the nan. When 1 
met Mr. Lincoln after the convention he was 
in good spirits and fully satisfied with the 
proceedings of the convention. I believe he 
had a warm side for Mr. Hamlin, but con- 
sented to have Hamlin laid aside, as he would 
have been willing to step aside himself, had it 
been necessary to aid Republican success and 
strengthen the cause of the Union.“ 


EXTENSION RAILROAD TICKETS, 


Passenger Agent Lomax of the Union Pa- 
c.fic Says Trunk Lines Were Using Them. 
Omana, Neb., July 18.—[Special. ]—Speax- 
ing of the recent articlds in the tewspapers 
about the Alton boycott and the Eastern lines 
scoring the Union Pacific for the use of ex- 
tension“ tickets, Passenger Agent Lomax of 
the Union Pacific denies the reports and says 
there is nothing in them other than that the 
Michigan Central and Big Four lines advised 
him that they would not accept tickets of his 
issue which should reach their lines via the 
Chicago and Alton, and that it was suggested 
that the use of these extension tickets was not 
in accordance with their wishes, but that 
tickets should read through from starting 
points to destination, showing the route of 
each coupon. Tothese communications Mr. 
Lomax states that he made prompt reply, 
stating that he would issue the necessary in- 
structions to correct the matter complained 
of, but that as far as extension tickets were 
concerned, he trunk lines themselves were 
using thein all the time on business they de- 
livered to his company and he could not 
see why he should be called upon to 
go to the expense of printing new tickets as 
long as the Eastern lines were accepting the 
same form of tickets, namely, the extension 
form from other Western lines.

RAISING RAILROAD TRACKS. 

It is unfortunate that the Council is about 
to adjourn tomorrow evening without taking 
action on the proposition for raising those 
tracks within the city which three of the lead- 
ing railroad companies which make Chicago 
a terminus have tacitly agreed on. The roads 
in question are the Illinois Central, the Lake 
Shore, and the Rock Isiand. The first named, 
it is said, agrees to raise ite tracks twelve feet 
through the distance from Fifty-first street, 
where it bends southwestward from the shore 
of Lake Michigan, to Sixty-seventh street, the 
southern line of Jackson Park. All the east 
and west streets running parallel between 
Pifty-first and Sixty-seventh streets can be 
carried under such tracks, and by lowering 
the grade at the crossings one or two feet there 
will be plenty of headway for even loaded 
hay wagons, The cross streets, after such 
raising, would afford easy and safe access to 
Jackson Park, and would relieve the company 
of the cost of building disfiguring viaducts 
and paying large sums for land damages. The 
scheme; if given effect, will save many valu- 
able lives which would otherwise be lost dur- 
ing the period of the World's Fair at the 
crowded crossings. 

In the case of the Lake Shore and Rock Isl- 
and companies the proposition is to raise the 
tracks ten feet. Why not twelve feet? South 


| of Twelfth street there are no viaducts cross- 


ing either road, except a temporary wooden 
structure at Sixty-first street. The only ob- 
jection urged against raising the tracks twelve 
feet isone of expense. But that is not tenable. 

It would cost the companies more to construct 
viaducts, which they can be compelled to do 
under the common law. The two roads run 
their tracks parallel south as far as Sixty- 
third street and divide the western section of 
the South Side from the eastern. The cross- 
ings are most dangerous. The elevation of 
the tracks would unite the two divided South 
Side sections by making perfectly safe cross- 


Ings. 

It is a pity that the Council has not given 
more attention to these projects so that work 
could be commenced on them this summer or 
fall. The proposed improvements dre most 
necessary and desirable. 


BISMARCK’S WARNING AGAINST AN EN- 
ALLIANCE. 

It is a sign illustration of the friction 
between Prince Bismarck and the German 
Kaiser that at the very time when the latter is 
in England seeking the good gill of its people 
and the support of ite government for the 
Dreibund the former sounds a note ot warn- 
ing to the German people in the columns of 
his organ, the Hamburger Nachrichten, of the 
folly of entering into an alliance with that 
country. It is given out that the reasons for 
this warning, as set down by the ex-Chancel- 
lor, are, first, that such an alliance could not 
be permanent, as administrations in England 
are not permanent; and, second, that such an 
alliance would be certain to be offset by an 
alliance between Russia and France. 

While there is a certain force to these ob- 
jections and while there is some truth in the 
statement that the alliance might not be per- 
manent on the ground that alliances have 
been broken before this, still the danger is a 
mutual one. Certainly Germany runs no more 
risk in making an alliance with England than 
Russia would in making one with France; 
and not so much, as French administrations 
are liable to more fluctuations than the En- 
glish, It is more to the point, however, 
that there is a historical as well as 
a practical security for the Anglo-German 
alliance in the fact that the English sword 
always goes with English interests, no matter 
what administration may be in power, and 


that English interests lie in the same direc- } 


tion as German interests. If anything is cer- 
tain in European politics it is that England 
could not afford to have Germany crushed, 
the road to Constantinople left open to Rus- 
sia, and the road to Egypt left open to France. 
England could not afford to have Germany 
and Austria crushed by the Franco-Russian 
alliance. Such a calamity would mean French 
occupation of Egypt, no matter what the En- 
glish fleet might attempt to do in the Medi- 
terranean. It would méan thespeedy occupa- 
tion of Constantinople and would make short 
work witn Turkey. If the Italian and Aus- 
trian fleets were seized by France the English 
fleet of the Mediterranean would have its 
hands full to protect British interests in 
Egypt, the Suez Canal, and the road to India. 
The Eüglish Government is, of course, well 
aware of all the moves on the board that 
would follow the. discomfitute of Germany 
and Austria, It also goes without saying that 
France never has been a reliable friend of En- 
gland, and that Germany always bas been 
since the days of the Reformation. There are 
many strong ties besides those of blood be- 
tween these two great Protestant nations. 
The New York Sun, commenting upon Bis- 
marck’s warning, says in this connection: 
It is a fact that for nearly two centuries, except 
during certain years when the younger Pitt was 
First Minister, the codperation of England has 
not been a factor upon which Continental powers 
could with any safety count. To the disgust of 
England's Dutch and German allies, nearly all 
that Marlborough had won by four splendid vic- 
tories was flung away by Harley and Bolingbroke 
ata juncture when the path to Paris seemed 
open to the confederates. . It is also true that 
Frederick the Great throughout his long reign— 
if we omit the short period during which Lord 
8 controlled England’s foreign policy 
had grievous reason to regard the good will of the 
House of Hanover as worthless, owing to its ina- 


bility to control, of even to foresee, the veering 
course of Parliament. 


Admitting ail that the Sun seta forth, it 
still remains true that Frederick would have 
been snuffed out but for the assistance of 
England in keeping France off and for the 
material help it furnished in men and money. 
It was only when Russia came in to help France 
and Austria that the real tug of war began. 
As to the war with Bonaparte, if England had 
remained neutral to the end of his life and 
had not lent ite sword to either party, he 
would have been master of ali Europe. He 
would have held all that he dominated in 
Italy; Spain, the Netherlands, West and South 
Germany at the height of hig territorial ag- 
grandizement, and he w ve dictated to 


bade won at Waterloo but for Wellington. 
The French never would have been driven out 


of Spain and Portugal but for Britain. Rus- 
sia, but for English subsidies, would have a- 
ee would not 
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such brillaint and enthusiastic greeting.

NATIONAL BANK CIRCULATION. | . 

It is reported that the Treasury resolve not 
to retire the 4% per cent bonds has been fol- 
lowed by an increase in the national bank- 
note circulation. The banks of New York and 
Boston have taken out some $400,000 within 
the last six weeks, and the organization of 
new banks has called for the issue of a much 
larger amount. The national banks of New 
York, Bostor, and Philadelphia, with an ag- 
gregate of some $225,000,000 capital and sur- 
plus, have a circulation of less than $10,000,- 
000, which could be nearly trebled if they 
alone availed thems@lves of the full extent of 
the change in conditions; they allow an in- 
crease of nearly $20,000,000 to the circulation, 
or fully 10 per cent of the present amount. 

It is not known that any national bank in 
Chicago will seize on the opportunity to issue 
notes on the new arrangement. The offered 
profit is not a large one. In fact, it is so 
small as not to be much of an inducement 
here, though it might be to new banks in 
some other places. On sach $1,000 deposited 
the interest of $20 would be reduced to $11 by 
the tax on circulation, and this added to 6 per 
cent on the $900 issued would be only $65 in ex- 
cess of the interest on the use of the $1,000 if 
the sum had been kept at home for lending 
purposes. Tothis should, however, be added 
the interest on the reserve which it is not 
necessary to keep in hand against circulation. 
But even then the difference is not large 
enough to induce the undertaking of the 
trouble of putting out and keeping account of 
the notes. The inducement would be a trifle 
greater at the East, where rates of interest 
are generally lower than in this city, and it 
may be said. that the existence of a circulation 
adds something to the importance of a bank 
in the more sparsely settled communities of 
the far West. : 

So it is not improbable that within the 
course of a few weeks, or months at the 
farthest, the greater part of the nearly 
$20,000,000 of new circulation permitted by the 
2 per cent arrangement will be added to the 
volume of our circulation. This will be areal 
addition; not merely nominal as is that of the 
silver at which gold is sent out of the 
country to pay for it. And the additionalcur- 
rency will be good, worth its full face all over 
the Union, without a shade of discount or 
hesitation on the part of any one to whom it 
is offered. In that respect it will be far 
superior to the fiat money which the 
Alliance leaders profess to want, and much 
better even than the State bank issues which 
some folks are foolish enough to sigh for. 
The few who can remember back to the days 
before the war know how the notes of the 
State banks used to be sorted out, and those 
which were dignified by being put on the par 
list had often to be parted with at a big dis- 
count from the standard of New York ex- 
change. We might have to repeat those ex- 
periences if the demands of some people 
were granted. There need be no fear of it 
with the additions to the national bank note 
currency secured by the deposit of national 
bonds, though bearing interest at only 2 per 
cent. 

The passage of Senator Sherman’s bill 
taking off the tax on national bank circula- 
tion, increasing the amount of circulation al- 
lowed against the $1,000 of deposit, and re- 
ducing the amount of bonds requisite for the 
issue of a new charter, would tend to a much 
further increase m the volume of our cir- 
culating medium, and thus to the making of 
money easier without impairing the integrity 
of the currency or endangering its fuli re- 
demption. The people who want money that 
is as cheap as is consistent with being good 
should press for the passage of that bill. The 
foolish ones who want money so cheap that it 
would be nasty ought to go back to school 
and try to learn a little sense. 


THE TORIES’ NEXT CAMPAIGN PLATFORM. 
The questions in Great Britain which will 
figure conspicuously in the next election seem 
to have been definitely announced, as stated 
in the cable news, by Lord Salisbury and to 
have been adopted by Conservative candidates 
as their platform. One of the most remark- 
able of these issues, and one which is likely to 
prove a staggerer for the Tories, is that of 
woman suffrage, which Lord Salisbury has 
declared should forma part of the coming 
electoral reforms. The Tories have always 
been against it, only a portion of the Liberals 
have favored it, and already both candidates 
and their agents are protesting against bring- 
ing it into the campaign. The Council of the 
Conservative Association has also intimated to 
Lord Salisbury that it will be unwise to recog- 
nize it asa Conservative issue. There is a 
large clase of strong-minded and semi-inde- 
pendent women in England with incomes 
varying from fifty to five hundred pounds a 
year, and most of them _ self-sup- 
porting, who have remained unmar- 
ried, partly because they are not at- 
tractive tomen and partly because females 
are far in excess of males, the latter having 
gone off in such large numbers to the colo- 
nies; and this class forms the backbone of the 
female suffrage agitation. Since they have 
property and pay taxes they claim they ought 
to have votes. It is very dubious, however, 
whether the English voters are ready to yield 
their consent to this principle or whether 
such a plank will not weaken the Tory plat- 
form. 
One of the most important measures of re- 
form to be put forward by the Tories is a 
bill revising the electorate which will include 
a redistribution of seats. Such a redistribu- 
tion will cut into Ireland and Wales, increase 
Scotland some, and be of great advantage to 
London. Such a measure will be very popu 
lar among the English electors, and, on the 
principle that representation should rest on 
the basis of population, it is just. The popu- 
lation of Ireland has fallen off, while that of 
England has increased. What seats are add- 
ed, therefore, will go mainly to London. The 
disparity of representation as between 
Ireland and London is too great not todemand 
achange. Ireland with a population of only 
4,700,000 (by the 1891 census) has 102 mem- 
bers of the House, while the City of London 
with nearly as much population has but sixty 
members. It is likely therefore that twenty 
will be taken off from Ireiand and added to 
London, which will give that many more 
votes to England, and mainly to the Conserv- 
atives, as London is @ Conservative center.

the town artisans; and a third to create work- 
men’s boards of arbitration which will be of 
great value if they can be made to arbitrate 
and if their decisions can be enforced. 

There is still pending an educational bill 
which has passed the Commons and which 
practically is a measure to relieve the parents 
from the payment of the tuition fees now de- 
manded of them and which will make ample 
provision for the free education of all chil 
dren between the ages of 3 and 15. In addi- 
tion to this program for the future the Con- 
servatives will stand by what they have done 
in the past, and they have undoubtedly done 
much for Ireland. The platform as a whole 
would have been regarded with something 
like horror by the old-fashioned Tories. In 
some respects it outliberals the Liberals. It 
at least shows progress. Even Tories have to 
move with the world’s advance.

FREE PUBLIC SCHOOLS FOR ENGLAND. 

Though defective in many respects, the 
English Educational bill which was passed 
through the British Commons in the early 
part of last week, and which is now being 
slightly tinkered in the House of Lords, is 
the most important English educational re- 
form of the present century. When original- 
ly introduced by Mr. Goschen the bill was a 
trumpery affair, but thanks to the diligent 
labors of Mr. Fowler, Mr. Cobb, Mr. Mun- 
della, and other representative Radicals of the 
non-conformist school it lacks but a few pop- 
ular features to make it an Englishfree-school 
act. It begins a new era in British popular 
elementary instruction. 

Its most important clause, of course, is that 
under which all elementary schools in Eu- 
gland and Wales, voluntary or church as well 
as board schools, may receive a grant of 10 
shillings ($2.50) for, each child betweer. the 
ages of 3 and 15 years in average attendance. 
This fee is in addition to other grants and en- 
dowments provided for under the law as it 
stands, and also in addition to the result pay- 
ments for children passed from grade to 
grade after examination and inspection. 
But more important still, the fee is to take 
the place of the pence now wrung from par- 
ents in the English public schools for the 
education of their children. The ten-shilling

EXAGGERATED IDEAS OF THE WEALTH 


OF RICH MEN. 

The following news item was printed in Taz 
Tripuss recently: 

Senator Hearst was generally supposed to be 
worth about $20,000,000 when he died. The ap- 
praisers have filed their report in the San Fran- 
cisco Probate Court and the estimated value of 


| the entire estate is $35,753, 137.15. 


It appears therefore that the Senator, who 
was always understood to be atwenty-million- 
aire and to be enrolled among the few greatly 
rich men of the country, was worth less than 
half the amount the public credited him with 
possessing. This is a good illustration of the 
popular habit of overestimating riches. There 
is a curious trick of progressive valuation by 
which a man who is actually worth a million 
is set down at two. If he is worth eight, he is 
set down for twenty. If he has ten, he is reck- 
oned at forty. If he has twenty, he is said to 
be wealthier than the Rothschilds. The wild 
outcries that the wealth of the country is be- 
ing absorbed by a few mem grow out of these 
exaggerated estimates. 

It is natural for men to feel curiosity about 
the size of the piles others have accumu- 
lated, but they are usually far from the truth 
in their guesses. Frequently their estimates 
are based upon expenditure. They see a man 
spend much and they conclude that he must 
have a great deal laid by. When he dies they 
learn to their surprise that he lived up to his 
income and had saved nothing, or that he had 
eaten up his principal as well as his income, 
or that he never had much of either, and 
had accumulated only a vast stock of debts, 
which have no more value than a 
basketful of ukase money would have. 
Sometimes these revelations antedate the 
grave. An individual with the reputation of 
riches who holds some position which pays 
him a large income happens to lose his place. 
Then the public discovers that his wealth was 
a bubble and that he was in reality living 
from hand to mouth like aday laborer. After 
a person has once been credited with being 
wealthy people are slow to change their 
thinds, as long as there are no outward signs 
of reduced circumstances, Men are unwilling 
to hoist such signals if they can help it. They 
die, and it is discovered that their estates have 
been eaten up by unsuspected dry rot. 

Another common blunder is to assume that 
individuals who combine some wealth with a 
miserly disposition must de very well off. 
People say of such aone: “ He is stingy and 
close. He pinches himself and his family. 
When he dies he will cut up rich.“ When his 
estate is settled up it is found that he has left 
far less than he was supposed to be worth. 
The error in this case is in assuming that very 
large fortunes are made by the mere process 
of hoarding. That is rarely the case. Misers 
renounce great gains, for they will take no 
risks. Their dread of losing is so great that 
they must have absolutely safe investments. 
But the greater the safety the lower the profit. 
The safest plan is to divide by two or three 
the ordinary estimates of the wealth of men 
who have peculiarly penurious habits. But 
some times close men leave more property 
than they were supposed to possess, 

While the world is constantly putting the 
wreath of the millionaire on heads not entitled 
to it it is passing by those whom it should adorn. 
A few months ago, when Mr, Fayerweather of 
New York died and it was found he had given 
several millions out of his estate for colleges, 
there was general surprise, The public had 
never heard of him as a wealthy man. Those 
who knew him had no idea that he was more 
than comfortably well off. He had been 
neither’ miserly nor lavish. He had done 
nothing ot any kind to attract attention. He 
had slipped through life so unobtru- 
sively as to escape the beggars of 
high and low degree who dog the 
footsteps of the wealthy and who must 
have felt as much outraged when they 
found out how Mr. Fayerweather had fooled 
them as the Aldermen did when they found 
out how Cullerton smuggled the Northern 
Pacific ordinance through, 

The best plan is not to take much thought 
about the possessions of others except when 
they come borrowing money. Then it is prop- 
er to do a little investigating. But if men will 
persist in being curious about the means of 
those who are believed to be millionaires, 
then the best rule is to take at least 50 per 
cent off the popular estimate. The residue 
will be too large often, but it rarely will be 
too small. 


HOW FREE COINAGE WOULD WORK. 

The opinion of many Democrats in regard 
to the effects of free coinage was voiced by 
Judge Ermston of Cincinnati at the Ohio con- 
vention. He is quoted assaying: Free sil- 
ver will make none rich, except the mine 
owners. The first part of this statement is 
true. The implication conveyed in the sec- 
ond phrase is not. The idea that the silver 
mine owners would be heavy beneficiaries by 
the free coinage business is one of those delu- 
sions which gam currency simply because 
people do not take the trouble to think about 
them long enough to reason from cause 
to effect. The measure would not put big 
money into the pockets of the “silver 
barons of the West, as they were called 
by one speaker, and in alleging to the 
contrary the Democrats are only playing 
cards dealt them by the Western Senators, 
who must have private axes of their own to 
grind in advocating a policy that is not con- 
sistent with the dictates of political economy 
nor with common sense,

REDUCED RATES FOR THE EXHIBITS. 


Arrangements Made for Their Transporta- 
tion to and from the Exposition.

changed hands. 

The Central Traffic Association, the West- 
ern iation, the Trunk Line Asso- 
cia and the New England Association 
have alltaken similar action, so that all the 
trunk lines in the Untted States have agreed 
to return exhibits free of charge. The one ex- 
ception is that of the Central ffic Associa- 
tion. It will not grant the reduced rate to 
horses and other fancy animals.

WHITE VERSUS BLACK IN THE SOUTH. 


What Joha Finerty’s “ Citizen ” Thinks of 
the Great Problem. 

Finerty’s Citizen: Tun Cuncacogl manu 
is taking a very practical view of the smolder- 
ing race war between white and black people 
in the South, and, although Republican in 
principle, advises the negroes to act like their 
white neighbors and divide according to their 
personal convictions on questions of politics.

A DECEMBER’ TRAGEDY. 


This was the scene on that dark December 
day in 1866—a day which made a nation shud- 
der as it read the news from the frontier. 
Here on the rising ground was Fort Phil Kear- 
ney—a rude post against which the hostile 
Sioux had hurled themselves many times. A 
quarter of a mile beyond was a ridge, with 
bushes scattered here and there. This ridge 
sloped down to a bit of valley, and beyond the 


valley was a second ridge. This ran away 


into thicket and forest, and here the Indians 
found cover and laid plans against the fort. 
The fuel for the post had to be cut and hauled 
from this forest, distant at least three mi 
and for weeks and weeks a strong guard 
to be sent with the wagons. 

This was the scene three or four years ago 
when I stood on the hest ground and 


and cows were grazing 

on rich green grass. There were hills of corn 
in place of bushes, a field of oate where the 
red men lay in ambush that day. 

„The wood train has been attacked, sir!“ 

So reported the Officer of the Day to Col. 
Carrington, Commandant of the Post, and a 
moment later an alarm was sounded. It was 
early forenoon and the wood train and its 
guard had not been gone an hour. They had 
scarcely crossed the second ridge when the 
Indians attacked and the sound of firing came 
back to the fort sharp and clear. 

There was something pitiful in the move- 
ment immediately made to go to the rescue, 
When all had been assembled, less than 


‘eighty men could be spared to march out, and 


some of were volunteer civilians. The 
garrison as it stood was not strong enough to 
beat off a vigorous attack, and yet the wood 
must be rescued. 

There were those who lived to tell the 
world how brave Col. Fetterman pleaded with 
his superior officer to be allowed the privilege 
of leading the detachment, and of how officers 
dropped out of line to kiss their wives and 
children as the gates swung open. Men 
looked about them with white faces and com- 
pressed lips and nodded good-by to those they 
were leaving behind, and every living soul 
left in the fort stood at the gate and 
watched the little band as it marched swiftly 
over the first ridge and was lost to sight. 

The wood-train had made a good fight of it, 
but the Indians had not planned to close in at 
once. They wanted the firing to be heard 
and they wanted ttoops to be semt out. The 
ambush was already prepared. Down where 
the lambs frisk about in the summer sunshine 
were the wagons at bay. Here where the 
wheat is turning golden were 200 redskins 
hidden in the thickets. Over there by the oat 
fleid was another band. Down through this 
valley, then lined in the brush, came Felter- 
man and his gdilant men, cheering and firing 
and seeing only half a hundred Indians dodg- 
ing about, They reached the train, but it 
was only to be suddenly surrounded by a cir- 
cle of fire. 

Those at the fort heard crash after crash of 
musketry, but in ten minutes all was over. 
A scout sent out brought back direful news. 
Now the post was stripped of its last man to 


send out another detachment, but it was met 


and driven back. It was not until the next 
day that the living reached the dead. There 
they lay on less than an acre of ground—over 
there where the blackberry bushes grow 
rank and the rocks are monuments to mark 
the tragedy. Officers and privates—the vet- 
eran and the recruit. There were no wounded. 
Not a soul had broken through and escaped. 
All dead—all frozen stiff—all hacked and 
scalped and mutilated until wives and chil- 
dren could not identify them.

SAVING THE MOONSHINERS. 


I make no bones about telling you that I’m 


an out-and-out friend of the Southern moon- 


shiner. I know he makes whisky in defiance 
of the law, but were I situated as he is I'd defy 
the law just the same. I’ve ate with him, 
slept in his house, and watched with him be- 
side the still, hidden away in a mountain 
gulch, and there isn’t one mean trait in his 
character. 

The moonshiner, in ninety-nine cases out of 
a hundred, makes whisky that he may make 
a bare living. His little mountain farm will 
grow a few acres of corn, but the product isn’t 
worth drawing fifteen or twenty miles to mar- 
ket. Converted into whisky it will bring him 
money enough to buy his necessaries. He 
doesn’t ask for more, nor could he do better, 
I’ve met dozens of them, and I never found 
one whose income from the still was a clean 
dollar aday. It's against the law, of course, 
but the moonshiner knows that law stands be- 
tween him and decent food and clothes, and 
he asks you if he has not a right to live. 

One afternoon as I halted at alog cabin up 
in the North Carolina mountains a puff of 
black smoke suddenly poured out of the chim- 
ney. I had seen such things before. It was a 
signal, I was received kindly enough, but it 
wasn’t two minutes before two men entered 
the house, each carrying a rifle. Had I been 


a spy I shouldn't have had time to breathe a 


rayer. I had a password which made them 

risnds ina moment. Two hours before I 
had seen a posse of men eating lunch among 
the rocks just off the road. I believed them 
to be Federal officials raiding up the mount- 
ains after stills, and I at once put the people 
of the cabin on their guard. Nice sort 
of business for a loyal citizen, you may 
say, but let me tell you somethmg. I had 
seen twenty-two moonshiners — up in a 
room twenty feet square in a South Carolina 
jail—every man penniless, half fed, ragged, 
and been awaiting trial for four or five 
months. I bought a dollar’s worth of tobacco 
to divide around, but lo! the lord of creation 
in the shape of a Deputy Marshal refused to 
let them have it ana poured out his abuse on 
us all.

1s IT GREATER THAN NIAGARA? 


Mr. Bryant’s Proposed Visit to the Grand 
Falls in Labrador. 

Philadelphia Record: The mystery which 
has always hung over the Grand Falls, in the 
interior of Labrador, is to be cleared away at 
last, and in a few months the scientific world 
will know whether the falls in Grand or Ham- 
ilton River are the greatest in the world, or 
whether the previous accounts have been 
greatly exaggerated. Henry G. Bryant, a 
member of the Philadelphia bar, accompanied 
by Prof. Kenistor of Georgetown University, 
is now on his way to visit the falls, and will 


sail today from St. John’s, Newfoundland, on 


the next to the last of the [r B 

Only two white men have ever seen the falls, 
so far as is known, and they both place the 
height at 2,000 feet. Both of the men stood 
high in the service of the n Bay com- 

ny, and although they saw the falls at dif- 

erent times, their accounts agree in nearl 
every particular. Maclean, the first to reac 
the scene, conducted an expedition into the 
interior in 1839, and was stopped by these 
falls. Kennedy reached them under guidance: 
of an Iroquois Indian, who had spent most of 
in Labrador. The native Indians give 
the falls a wide berth owing to a tradition long 
current among them that they are haunted by 
evil spirits and that no man can look upon 
them and live. 

Above the falls the river is said to be 500 
yards broad contracting to fifty yards at the 
falls themselves. If this account be true then 
in the whole world there is no other fall hav- 
ing such a volume of water descending at a 
bound from such a stupendous height. Niag- 
ara’s volume of water is far greater, but its 
height is only 164 feet. The famous falls of 
Zambesi gre but 100 feet. I 
Valley there is a fall of 2,550 t, but this is

Thus, taking into account the 
combination of height and volume, 
Grand Falls of Labrador throw all others into 
the shade. 

A fall of 2,000 feet has generally been re- 
garded as utterly inconeeivable, however, and 
various efforts have been made to verify the 
reports of Maclean and Kennedy. In 1887 
Randle F. Holme of Oxford University made 
an effort to reach the falls, but his provisions 

ave out when he supposed himself within 
fifty miles of his journey's end, and he was 
absolutely forced to go back. 

Mr. Bryant has carefully studied the situa- 
tion and has made his preparations with so 
much care that his success is regarded as as- 
sured. He sailed from New York June 23 and 
reached St. John’s two days latter. All his 
supplies were pure there and his final 
arrangements completed, and today he sails 
for Battle Harbor on the Strait of Belle Isle. 
Another steamer will take him to Rigolet, a 
post of the Hudson Bay company, in Hamil- 
ton Inlet, from where a two days’ sail will 
land him at Northwest, from where he will 
begin his last journey of 300 miles up the 
Grand River. 

Besides himself and Prof. Keniston Mr. 
Bryant hopes to take about eight Indians and 
a white man for guide if he can get one. The 


journey up the river will be miade in canoes, 


which must be carried around the many rap- 
ids and falls. It is estimated that the trip of 
300 miles each way can be made in about six 
weeks, and on that estimate Mr. Bryant will 
get back to Northwest about the middle of 
September, and to Philadelphia about Oct. 1. 
His idea is, however, to come back by a dif- 
ferent route if practicable. 

In a letter to his mother and brothers in this 
city Mr. Bryant speaks very hopefully of his 
trip. The French priest, a very intelligent man 
who makes pilgrimages through Labrador, es-

Mr. Bryant, the head and front of the expe- 
dition, is a graduate of Princeton College and 
was admitted to the Philadelphia bar in 1886. 
He has not practiced much, however, devoting 
most of his time to travel and scientific 
studies. His present venture is undertaken 
solely his own responsibility, to settle the 
long didbuted question of the heightof the 

reat falls, and if successful will make him 

amous in the world of science and travel. He 
has a wide field before him, as few portions of 
Labrador beyond the coast have ever been vis- 
ited by white men, and only the barest outline 
of its geography is known.

His Call Upon Gen. Grant at Berlin and 
the Pleasant Interview That Resulted 
Therefrom—How the Chancellor Suc- 
ceeded in Controlling the Passions and 
Prejudices of the Diplomats ‘Who Sat 
with Him in Conference. 

Pant, Pa., July 17.—[Special 
Correspondence. |—So much is written in the 
newspapers, at home and abroad, about 
Prince Bismarck, his dismissal from the Ger- 
man Government, and his attitude towards 
the empire, that certain glimpses of the man, 
as I saw him in Germany, with some notes of 
his character and career, may be timely, 

One of Bismarck’s warmest friends once de- 
scribed him to me as the most successful 
journalist of the century. The Prince, I was 


told, had mastered the science which may 


be rudely described as that of “working the 
public.” This science, which has its own 
audacious piratical laws, as those of us who 
have been in the rougher departments of 
journalism have realized, Bismarck had ap- 
plied to statesmanship. How to be talked 
about, and how to have people say, whether 
good or evil, just what one wished said, Bis- 
marck assuredly had this power. It 
was the observation of London journal- 
ists that when the Chancellor wanted one 
species of news in circulation he would 
tap the Times; when he desired another it 
would be the Telegraph or the Pall Mall Ga- 
zette. It was easier, cheaper, more humane 
to supply the English journals with news 
than to fight England—a lesson which if Na- 
poleon earlier in the century had learned 
there would have been no rupture of the 
treaty of Amiens. But in Napoleon’s day 
journalism was a struggling influence, and 
not that mighty power which uow claims to 
be one of the estates of the realm. 
Recognizing this mastery of the science of 
working the public as attained by Bismarck, 
I never read stories about him without the im- 
pression, What has the Prince to gain by hav- 
said this? To the mind accustomed to 
this process of inquiry the Bismarck stories 
become a literature of their own. With an 
antagonist like the sensitive, gifted, impres- 
sionable French, diplomacy by paragraphs 
has its advantages. If a debate ran 
beyond bounds in the Corps Leg- 
islatif, or the policy of revenge be- 
came truculent, a quiet allusion in the 
Times to certain conversations in official 
circles in Rome looking toward the restoration 
of Savoy to Italy, or amount of indemnity 
France with her increased wealth could bear, 
or the importance of the Pyrenees to Spain 
and the peace of Europe, would have an in- 
stant effect. This diplomacy by paragraphs 


when applied to French public opinion was 


salutary. When applied to the internal affairs 
of Germany it was an irritant. Irv howe yo 

is- 
marck, unintelligible to those who see him as 
a retired country nobleman, managing his 
forests and his brewery, is the outcome of the 
stream of paragraphs which came as surely 
from the Chancellor’s mind as if Le himself 
were the editor on duty. A Bismarck para- 

raph is as much a work of art as an engrav- 
ing of Albert Durer, or a carving by Ben- 
venuto Cellini. The student will readily 
see it. There is the master’s hand. 
The innuendo, the humor, the dar- 
ing periphrasis, homely, fierce application, 
one could no more mistake it t mistake a 
Lincoln story. Of the art of putting things to 
suit one’s purposes the century has seen two 
masters—the President who parried emanci- 
pation by his famous illustration of the Pope’s 
bull against the comet, andthe Chancellor 
who destroyed the effect. of the eloquence of 
Jules Favre’s pleas for France by the intima- 
tion that the French envoy had been whiten- 
ing his face as actors do when they would de- 
pict human suffering. 

An Editorial Method of Conversation. 

When I saw Bismarck and had the privilege 
of sharing in some, to me, ever memorable 
conversations, this editomal faculty, the way 
of — — the terse, vivid sentence, the 
wayward humor, gave a wer and charm to 
what he said. It was like taking up Swift or Vol- 
taire after a course of summer reading of domes- 
tic fiction. How hesent some tremendous minor 
potentate of the governing class, quarterings 
going back to Charlemagne, whirling into 
space with the remark: .** You see he was not 
a Republican like you and I, but some mere 
ordinary, incurable fool of a prince.“ I never 
open the Almanac de Gotha without looking 
out this transfixed and transfigured potentate 
and seeing him pierced and wriggling under 
the Bismarck shaft. Truly a fearful power, 
and it must have made this Chancellor a ter- 
rible comrade in imperial councils. His an- 
swer to the Emperor’s patent elevating him to 
the Dukedom of Lauenberg is a masterpiece 
of contempt. It will be useful,” he said, 
“when I travel incognito in Italy.“ The 
superb insolence and humor of the response— 
a great Emperor fancying he was conferring a 
splendid fief, a dignity of medieval splendor, 
and to have it tossed aside as if the Prince 
were giving a cast-off garment to his courier. 
I can well understand the chagrin of the Em- 
peror. A less patient sovereign would have 
resented an arrrogance worthy of Wolsey or 
Becket. 

There is a bit of personal history in connec- 
tion with my meeting Prince Bismarck that 
comes back to me as concerning a memorable 
man. Bayard Taylor was Minister. I had 
known him long and well, but found him per- 
turbed over the idea of Gen. Grant’s approach- 
ing visit. Taylor wasan exuberant, manly, 
innocent character. Grant had been Presi- 
dent. Taylor, as an editor of the Tribune, 
had written * his reélection in prose and 
verse, and with some vehemence. Now Grant 
was coming to Berlin and Taylor as Minister 
was instructed to welcome him. Could any- 
thing be more awkward? I sought to mod- 
ify Taylor’s distress, not without appre- 
hensions that Grant, who had a memory 
like steel, might have his own views as 
to the Minister. However, so it was, and the 
best must be done, and Taylor at least, the 
amiable, high-minded, generous fellow, would 
not luck in courtesy. So we arran to go 
down the road to Stendahl, some sixty-seven 
miles from Berlin, and meet Grant. As the 
time approached for the train Taylor grew 
braver and braver, was in possession of his 
full courage, and would do his duty in wel- 
coming Grant, as he had done his duty in op- 
posing him for the Presidency, and as for the 
co uences—well Ino reproach should rest 
upon bim. This was the Minister’s avow 
resolute mood as the train came in, 
there sure enough was the serene face of 
Grant looking out over the German plains. 
I presented Taylor. Grant was polite in 
his calm way, and invited the Minister 
into the car, where Mrs. Grant was in a cor- 
ner. This is Minister Taylor.” Les,“ and 
a pause. Baydrd was also looking out to- 
wards the German plains, the prose and poems 
of the Greeley campaign and the arousing of 
the country against military despotism evi- 
dently coming back to his troubled mind. 
„Minister Taylor.” Tes,“ and a pause. 
„Don't you remember,” said the General to 
his wife, the winter we were married, that 
among the books I read you of an evening 
was one about two young men traveling afoot 
over Europe?” “Why, yes; and how charm- 
ing.” “This is Mr. Taylor, who wrote the 
book.” How delighted I am to see vou. 
And what a flood of sunshine rolled in upon 
the heavy-laaen heart of Taylor, the 
Greeley campaign and the other clouds 
parted in instant ignominious dissolu- 
tion, as the company went off: into 
friendly talk, the brilliant Taylor in royal 
mood and leading the way, as so well he could. 
It is due to the memory of two noble charac- 
ters to say that Grant left Berlin with dee 
regard for the Minister. Taylor himself to 
me that he could never be too grateful that he 
had been rmitted to know Grant, and to 
have for him that sentiment of affection 
which it was the fortune of that illustrious 
man to inspire among those who came within 
the dominion of his friendships. 

Bismarck Calls on Grant. , 

Among other things the Berlin conference 
was 2 and so no one would have 
time to bother him.

When fashion banished German opera from 
the Metropolitan Opera-House in New York 
several plans were promulgated for calling the 
Teutonic music drama back to Gothamite life. 
Mr. Hammerstein, who has a new scheme for 
building a theater every week, came forward 
and announced that if -seventy citizens would 
pay him an annual subscription he would de- 
vote his newest new theater to German opera. 
As Mr. Hammerstein's theater was still on 
paper the seventy citizens did not 
materialize. Now it appears that the 
Rosenfelds, who made money with 
a company of German dwarfs in this country 
last season, have been trying to galvanize Ger- 
map opera. The story runs that they went to 
Director Stanton, and, telling him that they 
wanted the Metropolitan for a spectacular 
show, succeeded in making a provisional con- 
tract for two months’ time before the regular 
Italian opera season of next fall. When it ap- 
peared that the spectacular show ’’ in ques- 
tion was German opera Mr. Stanton shut 
down on the enterprising Rosenfeids, as it 
would be manifestly unfair to allow two weeks 
of German opera before the regular season 
under Abbey's direction. Now it is proposed 
to give Wagner at the Madison Square Amphi- 
theater, and the directors of that establish- 
ment have been asked for a remodeled in- 
terior and stage. It is not likely, however, 
that the directors of the Madison Square 
Amphitheater will invest any money in that 
— * uf amusement. The cost of the present 

uilding has been enormous and it is under- 
stood that the returns have not been gratify- 
ing. At present it is unlikely that there will 
be any an grand opera in New York 
next year.

Walter Damrosch is reported to have said 
to a Berlin interviewer: *‘ The average musician 
receives $30 a week in Germany, while in America 
he receives 8130.“ Aver musicians in this 
country will be pleased to hear this bit of news 
about themselves. They have imagined hitherto 
that $50 or $60 a week was adequate remuneration 
for their average talents. It is to be doubted if 
there is an average musician in America who 
receives the stipend named for playing in orches- 
tras. There are 4 few who earn such 
sums, but they are not average musicians“ by 
any means; they are superior performers. Theo- 
dore Thomas recently advertised in a German 
musical journal for an oboe plaver and stated 
that the salary paid would be $1,700. It is not 
fair for Mr. Damrosch to excite German musicians 
about big salaries paid in America. The facts 
are sufficient and need no exaggeration. Average 
musicians are paid less than Mr. Damrosch 
states both in America and in Germany, but in 
this country they receive double the pay they 
are glad to get in the Vaterland. 


THE NEW LAKE IN THE DESERT. 


A Large Part of the Colorado’s Waters 
Pouring Into the Depression. 

San Francisco, Cal., July 18.—The Exam- 
iner has a communication from s corre- 
spondent at Salton, who made the trip by a 
boat over the flooded district. Six miles from 
Hanlons the party left the Colorado River and 
turned northwest into a wide slough. After 
proceeding twenty-five miles they ran into a 
laguna of the Colorado River, and this was. 
the first place where they saw water leaving 
the river on the way to the desert. It seemed 
to be breaking out in many places, and 
the correspondent expresses the opinion 
that the river will probably event- 
ually change its channel and throw 
a great volume of water into the desert. Fur- 
ther down another stream came in from the 
lake, and a few miles further on still another, 
supposed to be the Carresto Creek. While the 
water seemed to be falling, there is a great 
volume which apparently comes in from vari- 
ous lakes along the route, and the correspond- 
ent believes the channel is permanently cut, 
and that the desert will always contain water 
ag in the lowest stages Of the Colorado 

iver. 

Yuma, Ari., July 18—Cleone Martinez, a 
cattleman, arrived last evening from Cocopot 
Placers, Lower California. He reports an 
immense body of water running through 
Hardy’s Colorado into the desert. Martinez 
is familiar with that section, and says, 
should the channel be cut a little deeper, the 
water from the Gulf of California will find an 
entry into the desert. He reports four other 
breaks from the Colorado River. The one of 
the most important is at Algedones, forty-five 
miles below Yuma, which is pcg A hay | 
stream of water by way of Cook’s Well an 
Alamo Mocho into the Salton basin. 

Martinez passed Hardy’s Colorado on the 
13th and says all the breaks and crevasses can 
be repared or thut off by the use of piling and 
levees. He reports scarcely gny water flowing 
in the river below Hardy’s Colorado. Cocopot 
Indians arrived today and assert that the main 
channel will run through Algedone’s crevasse, 
following the edge of the sandhills and py way 
of Cook’s Well into the desert.

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AN AMBITIOUS RAILROAD SCHEME 
- PROPOSED BY A CHICAGO MAN. 


A System of Elevated Railway Tracks to 
Radiate from a Large Center Space—To 
Embrace the Different Sections of the 
City and Transport Millions, of People 
Dalily—A System That It Would Cost 
Between $100,000,000 and $200,000,000 
te Construct. — 


CMA, July 18.— [Editor of The Tribune. 
A natural and patriotic desire to emulate and 
surpass the achievement of M. Eiffel in the Paris 
Exposition by raising a hig 
ful tower at the World’s Fair in 1893 has been 
shown by many of our citizens, and many artistic 
and highly original plans have been proposed and 
offered to the World’s Fair committee for its 
acceptance; but public opinion seems to be averse 
to approaching a mere slavish copy of 
another country’s success, and if the Fair is to 
have anything that will excite the admiration of 
the world it must be something that is not only 
wonderful but also undoubtedly original. The 
American people are kaown throughout the 
world, not for the beauty of their paintings and 
statuary, not for the elegance of their buildings, 
not for their success in municipal government, 
not even especially for their original inventions 
and scientific discoverier, but for their marvelous 
power of adapting original inventions and 
scientific discoveries to practical and profitable 
use. Our large office buildings are notei—not for 
their beauty and artistic effects, but for their 
convenience, their ventilation, their even temper- 
ature in all weathers, and their rapid and efficient 
elevator service. The world has to look 
to America for the best adaptations of known laws 
and known forces to practical and useful pur- 
poses, and ifthe World’s Fair is to have -some- 
thing that will excite the admiration and — 1 
of the world it must be something that will be a 
solution of one of the difficulties of civilized life. 

The test difficulty, that is as yet practical- 
ly unsolved, that presente itself among the com- 
plicated problems — ing sojution in our great 
cities, is the one of rapid t it. Chicago is 
rapidly outgrowing the shoes that fitted it in ite 
youth and infancy, and the problem of rapidly 
and satisfactorily tra rt large masses of 
people into the heart of the city in the morning 
and back into the suburbs in the evening is one 
that is becoming of more pressing impor- 
tance every year. The course has hitherto 
been followed by all owing cities 1s that 
of increasing the number of cable roads and 
horse-car routes asthe population incre un- 
til all large cities are now covered with a network 
of lines, crossing and recrossing each other 
every direction and causing endless trouble to 
vehicles and pedestrians and an ever-increas 
number of accidents, When all the princi 
business streets are taken in by surface roads the 
elevated roads begin to appear and to multiply; 
and the same process of increasing the number o 
roads instead of increasing the carrying capacity 
of those ea in existence still goes on. 
Compared with the number of people required 
to be transpo at the busiest times of the day, 
the best of our systems now in operation is sa 
— = and unsatisfactory. It is as if rai 

had never been invented and the old coach- 
ing system had been continued, and the increase 
in traffic had been provided for by increasing the 
number of coaches and the number of their routes, 
While it is true that the elevated roads as now 
operated run at a s tly higher rate of speed 
an the surface roads, yet this advantage is 
gained at the expense of only stopping every two 
or three blocks instead of at every crossing. 


Au Interesting Question. 


The great majority of the visitors to the World's 
Pair in 1893 will desire to remain in Chicago for 
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cago if the thousands of foreigners who come 
here in 1893, to say nothing of the feelings of our 
fellow-citizens from all parts of the United 
States who ill be here, find themselves 
compelled to push and crowd their wives and 
— — into cable cars already crowded be- 
yond the smallest degree of comfort, and consider 
themselves fortunate if they can get of a 
strap to hold up by, and are co ed to stand 
in that position; or, worse still, to hang on to the 
footboards of the grip for almost an hour, while 
the car creeps along at from eight to twelve miles 
an hour. Ifthey take the elevated road—and 
probably by that the alley “L” will be in 
operation and running on a system similar to all 
other elevated roads—their chances of standing 
will be equally good, and it is barely possible 
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Solving the Transportation Problem. . 


Under this system there would be a large depot 
in the heart of the city and another, similar in 
construction, which will be described later on, on 
the grounds of the World’s Fair. These would 
be connected by an elevated system of tracks, six 
in number, the two central ones for loca] 
and the other four for express trains. The de- 
pots, placed at every crossing if desirable, would 

between the two local tracks,so as to con- 
venient to both of them. Branching out from the 
central depot two other systems of four tracks 
each would drain the North and West Sides re- 
spectively, the two central tracks being for local 
trains, as on the main line. With this number of 
tracks 400,000 ple could be handled per hour 
at the World’s Fair Depot or at the Central De- 
pot; that is, 200,000 carried there and 200,000 taken 
away every hour. 

The two express lines approaching the Central 
Depot, or the Fair depot, would branch out into 
several tracks in the form of concentric loops, 
and would converge again into the two express 
tracks leaving the depot. Beneath the depot a 
broad hall would run from one side to the other 
across the tracks, and from this hall ys 
would lead on each side up to each of the plat- 
forms above. Each platform would be divided 
into two, the first half for receiving passe 
with a stairway leading down on one side of 
the ball, and the other half of the platform 
for departing passengers connected by a stairway 
with the opposite side of the hall. Each train on 
arriving would deposit its load on the first plat- 
form, then pass on, take in its fuel and water, if 
the system was operated by steam power, and pass 
on again to the further end of the platform to 
take in passengers. In this way the incoming and 
outgoing passengers would never meet until they 
met in the lower hall. The number of depo 
tracks into which the express tracks would aul 
would depend on the number of people to be 
transported, the number of tracks being suchthat 
at the busiest times of the day the crowds could 
be easily and safely handled.

OWNERSHIP OF RIPARIAN RIGHTS. 


Two Cases Involving Title to Property 
Along the North Lake Shore. 

The public interest in riparian rights, or in 
property having such rights, practically dates 
from the time when work commenced on the 
Sheridan road. There was no change in the 


advantages of ownership in such property at 


that time, but real-estate men became edu- 
cated up to realization of the possibilities in 
the case. The advance in value of shore 
property during the last six years has fully 
kept pace with that of any other class of prop- 
erty. Acres south and north which were. prac- 
tically a drug on the market five years ago 
are now in demand at high prices. e ques- 
tion of riparian rights involves a number of 
e points over which lawyers and surveyors 
iffer. 

Two of the most interesting cases involving 
riparian rights are still under way. One is 
that between N. K. Fairbank and Capt. Street- 
erin regard to land along the lake shore 
south of Superior street. Capt. Streeter’s 
claim is b on the fact that his scow was 
thrown up on the Fairbank property by a 
storm. He took advantage of this act of 
providence, as he terms it, by gradually 
changing his boat into a dwelling-house, filling 
in the lake to the east, and finally laying claim 
to the land on which he is now located as well 
as the riparian rights belonging to it. He has 


filed a plat for record which lays claim toa 


strip about 200 feet wide, running south nearly 
to Ontario street. Some weeks ago he ap- 
plied to a surveyor to make a subdivision of 
this property, but the surveyor to whom he 
made application refused to have anything to 
do with the matter. N 

The situation at this point is rendered more 
complicated, inasmuch as the State has 
granted the Lincoln Park commissioners the 
right to extend the Lake Shore Drive outside 
of the lake shore from Walton place south to 
Ohio street. The property-owners along the 
shore will give up their riparian rights and in 
return will be allowed to fill and own the sub- 
merged space between the present shore line 
and the proposed drive. The question of 
ownership of the narrow strip of land along 
the shore is cousequently of the greatest im- 
portance, 

The theory of riparian rights ownership, 
according to a prominent attorney, is: Once 
an owner, always an owner, as long as the 
shore line is defended. In case an owner 
holds a narrow strip along the shore he 
wr bape his entire title by the wearing away 
of shore line and the reversion of the 
riparian rights to the adjoining owner. 

A nice point bearing on riparian rights 
will be decided in regard to the property east 
of Graceland Cemetery and north of the Lake 
View water works. When the government sur- 
vey was made the shore line was several hun- 
dred feet further west than at present. Secs. 
17 and 16 of Lake View were both fractional. 


Sec. 17 lacked the northeast corner and Sec., 


16 was a narrow wedge lying along the south- 
eastern part of Sec. 17. Sec. 17 was not sur- 
veyed out to a corner in the lake, but was sur- 
veyed along the shore line. Natural causes 
have moved the shore line so far east that Sec. 
17 is full and Sec. 16is a triangle extending 
up along the entire eastern side of Sec. 17, 
shutting it off from the lake. The question at 
issue is whether the riparian rights along the 
north line of Sec. 16 belong to that section or 
to Sec. 17. Surveys are now being made by 
interested owners and some decision will soon 
be reached in the matter. a 


TWO RAPID TRANSIT SCHEMES, 


1 
One to Build an Elevated and the Other an 
Electric Road. 


Two new railroad and rapid transit schemes 
and two equally new railroad companies im- 
bued with a laudable desire to assist in secur- 
ing better transportation facilities for the 
public have come to light during the week. 

The more pretentious of these, known as the 
Chicago South Side Electric railway company, 
is incorporated with a capital stock of $10,000,- 
000. George W. Cole is the promoter of this 
company and a Board of Directors com posed of 
real-estate men who happen to have their of- 
fices near that of Mr. Cole has been named. 

The company proposes to build an elevated 
railroad from Chicago south over about the 
line which is contemplated by the Alley L. 
company. In fact, the company has been or- 
ganized to take a supposed advantage over 


the Alley L company. Mr. Cole states that 


certain defects in the charter secured by the 
South Side Rapid Transit company are fatal, 
and that practically the company is without 
a charter. Mr. Cole says that his company 
stands ready to push torward the work and to 
urchase the road built rtd the South Side 
apid Transit company north of Thirty-ninth 
street at a fair valuation. 

A more modest company with a capital 
stock of $112,500 is being formed under the 
name of the Harrison Street and Despiaines 
River Electric railroad company. The incor- 
porators in this case are nearly all real-estate 
men. The alleged intention of the company 
is the extending of an electric line along Har- 
rison street from a point near Western avenue 
to the Desplaines River. This line will not 
have any connection with the Cicero and Pro- 
viso road.

In 
this State. and probably it is so in Illinois, there 
are no public officials whose examination of 
titles to land would warrant the guarantee of 
them by the State. Nor is it likely that an 
court could be established whose decision would, 
in the opinion of the public, warrant such guar- 


antee. 

Again. in this 11 are upwards of 200,000 titles 
to land separately held. ow is it practicable to 
examine all these titles, in order to put such a 
system in operation? It could not be done. The 
wo has been tried twice in Kagland, first under 

rd Westbury’s act of 1862, and again under 
Lord Cairns’ act of 1875, and in both instances it 
has failed for the reason stated.

uarantee and an assurance fund, are its worst

Considering the scarcity of suitable artists’ 
studios in Chicago property-owners might devote 
a portion of their buildings to that purpose with 


profit. The rapidly-increasing colony of artists 


in the city certainly seems to meritit. Many of 
the artists here are now making use of rooms 
which were never designed for their use, which 
are poorly lighted ; lighted from the wrong direc- 
tion, or near tall buildings, which reflect a light 
into them which is not desirable. The cost of con- 
structing studios is not great compared with that 
of offices and appartments, and they may be 
erected in localities not desirable for appart- 
ments. The Holbein Studios in New York are 
over stables, but are always well rented. Neither 
is it necessary that studios should bein the center 
of the city. Artists know that sales are not made 
from the studio, and prefer.a location where they 
are not apt to be disturbed in their work. The 
ideal location is on the southern side of a park or 
some piece of ground unoccupied by buildings, 
though the upper stories of many down-town 
buildings might well be used for the purpose.

The opening of the Metropolitan Museum 
of New York Sunday afternoons has proved to be 
a popular success, May 31 the number of visitors

A writer in the Magazine of Art takes a 
pessimistic view of the state of the fine arts in 
this country. He considers that, notwithstanding 
the many thousands of dollars spent in museums, 
galleries, exhibitions of painting and sculpt- 
ure, schools, and in the purchase of art works, 
this activity is superficial, and that it does not 
penetrate the etrata of population as it should, 
and that if it has any effect at all it is so slow that 
it eludes observation. Tosupport this theory he 
cals attention to the fact that committees con- 
tinue to accept plans for soldiers’ monuments 
which are devoid of beauty or originality and too 
often lacking in sense, and expresses surprise at 
the low average of sculpture when the attention 
given to the fine arts by the press would indicate 
a widespread and deep-going interest on the part 
of the public. 

If this writer had compared the present state 
of the fine arts in the country with that which ex- 
isted twenty, or even ten years ago, instead of 
comparing it, as he evidently has done, with that 
of older countries at the present day, he would 
find reason to feel encouraged, for it is doubtful 
if in any country art interests have been as rapidly 
developed as in the United States.
